There efore touching thefefive Heads we {hail here 
follow! ingt treat, and fo far declare them, as thatthe 
eeneral Work maybe brought to light and pet- 
fected by an intent and ftudious Operator. 

1. Invocation of GOD mult be made with a oo 
fain Heavenly Intention, drawn from the botto 
of apure and fincere Heart, and Confcience , free 
from all Ambition, Hypocrifie, and all other Vices, 
which have any affinity with thefe, as Arrogancy; 
Bolduefs, Pride, Luxury, Mundane Petulancy , Op- 


preflionof the Poor , and other dependent evils; ' 
al which are to be eradicated out of the Heart; 


i when a Man defires to proftrate himfelt before

not entertbe mind, if it fet about sts Work perf nétovily, and diftvattea with 
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Chariot of Antinrony. 
Gariows Conceptions: And fo, by the help of Prayer we vecerve many things, 
which we (if not ungrateful) muft needs acknowledge we have obtained from 
GOD. How often this is found to be of ufezn Spagyrick Works every Man 
knows, that hath any timesntively devoted bimfelf to this bujinefs5 vz. how 
often thofe things which he long fonght and could not find, have been imparted 
to him in a moment, and as it were infufed from above, or dictated by fome good 
Genius. That alfois of ufein diffolving all Riddles , ov Anigmatecal Wr2- 
tings : For if you burn with a great defwe of knowing them, that zs ‘Prayers 
and when you incline your mind to this or that, varioufiy difcufjing ana meaita~ 
ting many things, this cs Co-operation; that your Prayer may not be tle, or 
tempting GOD: yet this your endeavour is in vain, until you find the Soluti- 
on. Neverthelefs if you defpair not, but instantly per fist in defive, ana ceafe nat 
from labour, at length ina moment the Solution will fallin; this is Revela- 
tion, which you cannot receive unleg you pray with great defire and labour, 
ufing your utmost endeavour and yet you cannot perceive, how from all thafe 
things (of which you thought) which were not the Solution of the Ainigma, 
the Solution zt felf arofe. This unfolding of the Riddle opens to you the my- 
flery of all great things, and {hers how available Prayer is forthe ootaiament 
of things Spiritual and Eternal, as well as Corporal and perijning goods: and 
when Prayer ¢s made with a Heart not feigned, but finceres you will fee that 
there is nothing more fit for the acquiring of what you defire. Let thefe fuffice 
to be fboken of Prayer, which Bafilius and all Philofophers with him do not 
vainly require, as an Introduction to Chymiftry. For Piety és profitadle for 
all Works, efpecially for all Great Undertakings. 


2. Nextinorder after Prayer 1s Contemplation, by 
which I underftand an accurate attention to the 
bufinefs it felf, under which will fall thefe contide- 
rations firft tobe noted. As, what are the Circum- 
frances of any thing, what the A@ster, what the 
Form, whence its Operations proceed , whence it 
is infufed and implanted , how generated by the 
Stars, conformed by the Elements , produced and 
perfected by the three Principles. Alfo how the bo- 
dy of every thing may be dillolved, that is,refolved 
into the firft AZatter, or firft Effence (Of which Lhave 
already made mention in other of my writings) viz. 
how the laft Matter may be changed into the firft,

This Contemplation, which abfolves the fecond 
part of our Admonition, is Celeftial, and to be un- 
derftood with Spiritual Reafon; for the circum- 
{tances and depth of every thing cannot be percei- 
vedany other way, then by the Spiritual cogitation, 
of Man: ‘and this Contemplation istwofold. One is 
called poffible, the other impoffible. The later 
confifts in copious cogitations, which never proceed 
to effects, nor exhibit any form of a matter, which 
falls under the Tonch. As if any one should en- 
deavour to comprehend the Eternity of the Moft 
High, which is vain and impoffible, yeaa Sina- 
gainft the Holy Spirit, fo arrogantly to pry into 
the Divinity it elf, which is lmmenfe, Infinite; and 
Eternal; and to fubject the incomprehenfive Coun- 
fel of the Secrets of GOD, to humane Inguifition, 
‘The other part of Contemplation, which is poflible, 
as called the Theory. “This contemplates that, | 
which is perceived by Touch and Sight, and hatha. } 
formed Nature intime: this confiders, how’ that } :\. 
nature may be helped and perfected by Refolution | 
of itfelf, how every body may give forth from it 
felf, the good or evil, Venome or Medicine latent 
init; how Deftructionand Confraction are to be 
handled, whereby under a jult Title, withont So- 
phiftical deceits, the pure may be fevered and fepa- 
rated fromthe impure. This Separation is inftitu- 
ted and made by divers manual operations , and. 
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various ways; Some of whichare vulgarly known 
by experience, others remote from vulgar experi- 
ence. Thefe are, idee deen. Salli maicn, Tebente 2 
vation, Circulation, Putr efattion, Digefiicn, Diftillationy 
Py hase Fixation, andthe like of thefe, all the 
degrees of which are found in operating, learned, 
perceived and manifefted by the fame. Whence 
learly appears what 1 is moveable, what is fixed, 
what is white, red, black, blew, or green, vz. when 
the operation is rohtly in fituted by the Artificer, 
for poflibly the Operator may err, and turn afide 
from the right way; ‘but that Nature fhould err, 
when rightly handled, is not poflible. Therefore 
uf you fhall err, fo that Nature cannot be altogether 
free, and releafed from the Body, in which it is held 
Captive, return again into your way, learn the 
Theory more perfect! y, and enquire more accurately 
in the method of operating, that you may find the 
foundation and certainty waeSeparation of all 
things. Whichisamatter of ereatconcern.. And 
this isthe fecond foundation of Philo ophy, which 
follows Prayer: for inthat thefum of the matter 
lies, and is contained in thefe words. Seek firft the 
King dom of GOD, and his Fuftic Ce by Pr ay C75 and all 
other things, which Man feeks in thefe ‘I Yempo- 

rals, and ie hat ineed of, either for the firften- 
tation or health of his body, fhall be added to 
you.

4. After Preparation, and efpecially after fepara- 
tion of the good fromthe evil, we are to proceed 
tothe * Ufc of the Weightor dofe, that neither 
more, nor Jefs then is fit, may be given. For above 
all things, the Phyfician ought well to know, whe- 
ther his Medicament will be weak or ftrong, alfo 
whether it will do good, or hurt, unlefs he refolve 
to fatten the Church-yard, with the lof of his fame, 
and hazard of his own Soul, 


© By Ule, the Authour underftands what others call Dote ; for what will 
a £o0d Medicine profit you, tf you know not in what quantity to adminifter it 5 
that the ane may rather heal, then burt ov Rill. By experience only to, learn 
toes, 2S awork full of pertlous cafualty, yet the Difcipline or knowledge of 
Dofes was found-out this way fit, and afterward eafily tanght by, words. 
Where a lévé re Voice is wanting, it is fafer to be too timerous , then in any wife 
bold adventurous, although of Antimony I can affirm, that being duly pre- 
pared itis as harmlefs a Medicine as Caifia or Manna. The whole caution is 
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chiefly about its ufe, after the fit preparations 5 becaufe it may fill retain 


auch of its own crude Venome. 


5. After the Medicament is taken into the body, 
and hath diffufed it felf through all the Members, 
that it may fearch out thofe detects againft which 
it was adminiftred, the Urzkry comes to be confide- 
red; for it is poflible, that a Medicament diligently 
prepared, and exhibited in due weight, may do more 
hurt then good in fome Difeafes, and{eem to be Ve- 
nome rather then Medicine. Hence an accurate 
reflexion isto be made to thofe things, which profit 
or help; and they are diligently to be noted, that 
we may be mindful to obferve the fame in other 
cafes. 

Yet bothin the * U/eand Vrility, this one thing 
is neceflary to be confidered, viz. whether the Di- 
feafe be an external and open wound, or only an in- 
ternal and,latent evil: foras thedifletence of thefe 
is great, {Othe way of curation is not the fame. 
Therefore the bottom of every Difeafe is to be 
known, that it may be underftood, whether the 
fame may be cured by external remedies. only, or 
muft from within be driven outwards, 


¥ ‘That Indication is ta be taken fromthings helping and hurting, ts knows 
¢vento Tyro’s. But what the Authour {nbjoyns touching internal and exteynat 
curation, are not fo rude, as not to deferve good Attention: And alfo thofé 
things which he permixeth with bis own Satyrical Reprehenfion, if the Reader 
be fo wife asto believe that Bafilius intermixed themto deter the unworthy de 
riders of Chymuftry from approaching to his fzcred Arcanums, he will be wife 
for bimfelf.

For if the Center of the Difeafe be within, fach 
a Medicine inuft be given, as canfearch out, appre- 
hend and reftore that Center: otherwife the

Moreover, if there be an imternal Difeafe, which 
arifeth, and is fed from an internal Original, it muft 
never be driven inward by external remedies; for 
great difcommodity will thence enfue, andat length 
Death it felf.. Which may be underftood by the 
fimilitude of a’Tree: for if any one, whilft it ger- 
munates or flowers, repels the Humours to the Inte- 
riours, whence they proceeded to the nutriment of 
theEarth; that Tree will be fo far from bringing 
forth the defired Frnit by the flower, that a fuffoca- 
tionof the fame arifeth from the violent conjuncti- 
on of humours not finding any out-let. . Therefore 
there is great difference between frefh wounds in- 
flicted by Prick, Cut, or any other way, and the old 
which derive their Original from within. For the 
frefh wounds may be perfectly cured by external re- 
medies only; but in thofe, which are nourifhed 
from within, an external application of Oyls, Bal- 
foms, Unguents, and Plaifters profits little, unlefs 
the Internal Fountain be ftopped, whence the hu- 
mours flow to the external parts. When the Foun. 
tain fhail be topped, the Flux willceafe, andthe 
evil may eafily be cured with Diet only. It is no 
gicat point of Art to heal any frefh wound; for 
thisevery Country-man can eafily effect with crude 
Lard: butto removeall Symptomes which happen. | 
in wounds, and to dry up the Fountain of the evil, 

this is the work, and this the labour of the Artif. 
Now come hither, you Phyficians, how many f0- 
ever there beof you, that arrogate to your felves 
the Title of Doctor of either Medicine, viz. of 
internal and external Difeafes; underftand ye the 
Title of your honour, and confult your own Con- 
{cience, and fee, whether you received that from 
GOD,thatis, poflefsitin verity, or whether you 
ulurp itasaform, for honour fake. For, as much 
aS 
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as Heavenis diftant fromthe Earth, fo vaftly diffe- 
rent isthe Art of healing internal Difeafes , from 
the Sanation of external wounds. If the Title be 
given to youby GOD, the fame GOD will give a 
Blefling, Felicity, Health, and happy events; but if 
your Title be vain , and only devifed and aflumed 
for ambition, all things will evilly fucceed to you: 
your honour will fail, and you will prepare for your 
felf Hell-fire, which can no more be extinguifhed, 
then it can beexprefled by words. For Chrift faid 
tohis Difciples, You call me Lord and Mafter, and 


ye do well, “Therefore whofoever aflumes a Title 


of Honour, let him fee, whether he do well, and 
whether he afcribes not more to himielf, than he 
knows and hath learned, which is the real abufe of 
this Title. Forhe, who will write himfelf Doctor 
of either Medicine, ought: to underftand, know, 
and be well skilled in both, vzz. the Internal and 
External Medicine. Nor fhouldhebe ignorant of 
Anatomy, that he may be able to fhew the Conftitu- 
tion of the Body, and difcover from what Member 
every Difeafe proceeds, together with its Fountain 
andcaufe. Alfo remedies, with which he may cure 
the Difeafe, and circumftances of external Wounds, 
areto be underftood py him. Good GQD! where 
will the Title be found, what will become of the 
Matter, whenan exact Trial fhall be made, for dif- 
covering the ignorance of thefe Doctors of either. 
Medicine? 

In times paft, long beforemy days, the Doctors 
of Medicine did themfelves cure External wounds, 
and judged thatapart of their Office; but in thefe 
our times, they take Servants, whom they employ 
in thefe things, and this way the nobleft of Arts is. 
becomea Mechanick Operation; andfome of thofe 
who exercifeit, are indeed fo very rude, as they 
know not Letters, and fcarcely know how (accord- 

ing 
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ig to the Proverb) to drive an Afs out of the Corn: 
Thefe, I fay, profefs themfelves Mafters in curing 
wounds, and Doctors of Doctors, andto fpeak the 
truth as it is, they may by a better right glory in 
this Title, then thou magnificent Doctor, umbrati- 
cal Chyrurgion, and moft ignorant Boafter of Ti- 
tles, why do you ftile your felf Doctor of either 
Medicine. What more now Mafter Doctor, what 
{ay you, moft expert Chyrurgion? I pray be not 
offended at this, ortake itamifs , for you your felf 
will quickly confefs, if you do but ferioufly confider 
wounds made by Prick or Cut, that you have as 
much knowledge in the cureof them, as is in the 
Brain of adunghil Cock, which Children learning 
their A. B.C. are wont to fet in the Frontifpiece of 
their Primer. 

Therefore I perfwade all Men, of what ftate or 
condition foever, who are defirous of Learning, 
from your Maftersto fearch out the true Doétrine, 
which confifts in Preparation, and afterward in the 
Vje; fo they, or you, fhall poflefs the Title aflumed 
with honour, and Men will undoubtedly have confi- 
dence inyou, and you will in very deed do them 
good, then will you tothe Eternal Creator give 
thanks ¢ordially without feigning. But let every 
Man ferioufly think with himfelf, what it is he 
ought to do, and what he isto omit, and whether 
he doth juftly or unjuftly ofe the Title affumed. 
For he, who affumes any Title, ought efpecially to 
underftand the condition of that Title, and why 
he aflumed it, or what the true foundation is. It 
is not fufficient, if any one with the vulgar fay (fa- 
ving-your reverence, let the more delicate Men 
pardon us, if we intending fo {peak tothe purpofe, 
make mention of putrefaction) this is egregious 
dung, it hatha fkrong and grievous ill fayour , and 
know jot how it comesto pafs , that a Man, whe 
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perhaps eats food of a moft grateful tafte and o- 
dour, and well accommodated to his, natural Appe- 
tite, thence makes excrement endued with quali- 
ties fo contrary, and yielding an odour fo very un- 
grateful, and repugnant to Nature : of which there 
isno other reafon, then natural putrefaction and 
corruption. The fame happens in all Aromatical 
well {melling things. It is the Philofophers part 
toenquire, what odour is, and whence it receives 
its vertues, and in what the virtue of it may be 
made manifeft to true profit. For the Earth is 
nourished and fatned by f{tinking dung , and noble 
Fruit is produced of it. Of this matter there is 
not one caufe only, but our Book would fwell to an 
huge Volume, if we fhould but briefly hint at all 
natural Generations and mutations, yet Digeftion 
and. Putrefattion are the principal keys of them. 
For the Fireand Air makea certain Afaturation, by 
which a Tranfmutation of the Earrhand Water may 
follow; and this isalfoa certain mutation, by which 
of evil fmelling Dung a moft fragrant Balfam may 
be produced; andonthe contrary, of moft grate- 
ful Balfam ill favoured Dung. But perhaps you 
will fay,why do 1 produce examples fo very tude 
andabfurd? I doconfefsthe example is taken from 
aCottage, rather then a Royal Court, yet a pru- 
dent confiderer of things, more accurately diving 
into the matter, will eaiily underftand, what fuch 
examples intimate to him, viz. that of the higheft 
things the loweft are made, and of the loweft the 
higheft, fothat, of aMedicament is produced Ve- 
nome, and of Venome Medicine, of the {weet, 
bitter, acid, and corrofive;, and on the contrary 
of the corrofive, another thing more profitable. 

O good GOD, how muchis Nature abfconded 
from Men, fo that fhe feems to difdain to be wholly 
feen by us? But fincethou haft ordained to very 
| fhort 
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fhott a timeof our Life,andthou the Judgeof aliz; |i 


referveft many things to thy felf in the Creatures, , }il 


which thou haft left to beadmired, not known, by’ 
us, and of which thou alone wilt be the beholder 

and Judge, grant unto me, that unto my. Life’s end 

{may keep theeand my Saviour in my Heart, that 

befides health and neceflaries of the Body , which 

thou haft liberally beftowed, I may alfo acquire the 

health of my Soul and Spiritual Riches; of ‘which 

ineftimable good am freed from all doubt by that 

thy mercy, in which, for me a miferable finner, 

thou didft (on the Tree of the Crofs) fhed the Sul. 
phur and Balfom of my Soul; which is indeed a 

mortiferous Venome to the Devil, but tous Sinners 

amoft prefent remedy. I do certainly heal my 

Brethren, as faras concerns the Soul, by Prayer, and 

in relation to the body, with apt Remedies; there- 

fore I hope they will on their parts ufe their endea- 

vour, that they withme, and I with them, may at 

fength inhabit the Tabernacle of the Moft High, 

andin himour GOD enjoy Eternity. 

But toreturnto my Philofophy of Antimony, 1 
would have the Reader, beforeall other things , to 
underftand, that all things contain in themfelves 
Operative and vivificative Spirits; which inhabi- 
ting in the Body feed and nourifh themfelves, and | 
are fuftained by the Body. Elements themfelves 
Warit not thefe Spirits, which (the living GOD per- 


mitting that) whether they be good or evil , have -} \: 


their Habitationinthem. ‘Menand Animals have 
in thema living operating Spirit, which receding 
from them, nothing but a CarkafS remains. In 
Herbs, and all things bearing Fruit, a Spirit of Sa- 
nity exifts; otherwife they couldnot, by any Pre- 
paration, be reduced to Medicinal ufe. Metals and 
all Minerals, are endued and poffefled with their 
©WA incomprehenfible Spirit, in which , the tots 
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‘0lijl@nid virtue of all their poffible effects, confifts. For 
‘dite Iwhatfoever is without Spirit, wants Life, and con- 
‘il, y|gains in it felf mo yvivifyimg Virtue. Therefore, 
‘idke} youare to know, that in Aatimony alfo there is a 
ad] Spirit, which effects whatfoever is in it, or can 
a ue | proceed from it, in an invifible way and manner, no 
iti otherwife, than asin the AZzgner is ab{conded a cer- 
ete)tain invifible power, as we fhall more largely 
ih} treat in its own place, where we {peak of the 
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Magnet. 

But there are various kinds of Spirits, * vilible 
tothe Intellect, and endued with Spiritual know- 
Jedge, which notwithftanding cannot (when they 
will) be touched or apprehended, as Natural Men 
are touched; efpeciallythey, who have their fixed 
Refidence in Elements, as are the Spirits of Fire,

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Therefore one is more fit for Medicine and Alcimy, 
then the other: as whenthe Flefhof Fifhes is com- 
pared with the Flefh of other Animals, although 
both thefe are, andare called Flefh, yet each of thefe 
very much differs from the Flefh of the other; 
even fo of Antimony the difference is the fame. 
Many do indeed write of the Interiour virtue of 
Antimony, but few of them ever taught the true 
Foundation of the virtues with which it is endued, 
or found out which way, or in what manner it re- 
ceivesthem; Sothat their Doctrine is founded up- 
on words only, exifts without any true foundation, 
and they themfelves lofe the Fruit they hoped to re- 
ceive by fuch Writings. For towritetruly of 4z- 
timony isawork that requires profound Meditati- 
ons,amind largely unfolding it felf&, and knowledge 
of itsmanifold Preparation, and of the true Soul 
of it,in which all the Utility is cited, and which 
being known you may be able to give an indubitate 
Judgement, of what evilor good, Venome or Me- 
dicine islatenttherein. Itisnota matter of fimall 
moment by a true Examento fearch into Artimony, 
and thereby to penetrate fundamentally-into its

For they 
fought not its trne’Soui, and therefore could not 
find the feigned Soul of it, which themfelves fought.

Soul it felf, nor Know it. For Antimony like unto 


| Mercury, may fitly be compared to a round Circle, 


of whichthereisnoend; in which the more dili- 
gently any Man feeKs, the more hefinds, if Procefg 
be made by him ina right way and due order... Yet 
the Lifeof no one Manis fufficient for him to learr 
all the myfteriesthereof. Itis Venome and a moft 
{wift poyfon, alfo it is void of Venome and a moft 
excellent Medicine, whether it be ufed outwardly 
orimwardly. Which isathing hid from moft Men 
by reafon of their own blindnefs; and they judge 
it an incredible, foolifh and vain work , becaufe 
(through their ignorance) it is unknown to them, 
who canno otherwife be excufed, then tht they 
deferve the name of Stupidity: yet that is not 
to be fuffered in them, becaufe they defire not 
to learn or be better informed, either here, or elfe- 
where. isto pip st 

Atimony is endued with all the four firft qualities; 
it is cold and humid, and again it is hot and dry, and 
accommodates it felf to the four Seafons of the 
year, alfo it is volatileand fixed. The volatile paré 
of itis not void of Venome, but the fixed is free 


-from all venenofity, which is fo very ftrange, as it 


may be reputed one of the feven Wonders of the 
World, of which fomany Writers have difcourféd, 
not knowing themfelves what they writ. There 
hath beenno * Man before me, and at this day there 
isnone found , who hath fo throughly leariled the 
power, virtue, ftrength, operation, and efficacy of 
Antimony, or {9 profoundly penetrated into all the 
Enerzy thereof, as nothifig more is latent in it un. 
found out, or which cannot be browzht to light by 
experience. If fuch a Man could be found he would 
be worthy to becarried about ina Triumphant Chan 
Fiot, aS In times paft was granted to Monarchs, atid 
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and perfed Sanity, yethe may acquire enough to 
occafion him not to repentof his Labour , but ra- 
ther to minifter tnto him matter of Joy and Re- 
joycing, that he fees himfelf fo far an Adeprift , 
as he {tands always obliged to render thanks to 
his Creator. — rt: 

‘Therefore, whofoever defires to become a per- 
fect Anatomift of Antimony, the firft thing to be 
confidered by him is Solution of the Body;and in or- 
det to this, hé muft take it in a convenient place, 
and propofe to himfelf the right way , that tre be 
not feduced into devious Paths. “Secondly he muft 
obferye the Governance of the Fire , taking 
Carethat it be neither too much, nor too little, 
or ¢oo hot, or too cold. For the fumm of all 
is fited in ‘an exact Governaice of the Fire; by 
which the vivifying Spirits of Antimony are eX- 
tracted, and loofed from their bonds, and fo ren- 
dered capable to manifeft their Effects operative- 
ly.’ Alfo he muft take great Care, that this O- 
perative Vertue be not mortifyed and perifh by 
Aduftion. Thirdly, the Ufe or Dofe is to be ob-. 
ferved by him, that He may adminifter it in due; | 
manner, knowing the Meafure , as I above men-.

Foratf, 
Butcher cuts out an Ox, and divides it into parts,, 
but no Man can profitably enjoy this Flefh, un- 
lefs he firft boyl it by Fire, by which Operation 
the Red Subftance.of the Flefh is chapged and pre- 
pared mto white Aliment. If a Man conftrained! 
by hunger, fhould eat that Raw and Red Flefh, it 


would be Venom to him rather than Adedicine sy, § vii 
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becaufe the natural Heat of the Stomach is too 
weak to concoct and digeft that crude Body. 
Hence, my dear Friend, you may conclude, that 
fince Antimony hath greater Venom, anda more 
gro{fs Mineral Body than Animal Flefh ( as by 
the above recited common Example I have alrea- 
dy fhewed } it will alfo prove more perillous , if 
ufed Crude, without Preparation, Separation and 
Coction by Fire, yea it will be and remain Ve- 
nom, which will fuddenly kill the Sick. ‘There- 
fore the Venenofity of Axtimony is fo to be taken 
away , as it may never again be converted in- 
to Venom , after the fame manner , as Wine, 
which being once, by putrefaction and corruption 
turned into Vinegar , never afterward yeilds any 
Spirit of Wine, but always is and remains Vine- 
gar. But on theContrary, if the Spirit only of 
the Wine be feparated , and the Aquofity left by 
it felf, and the fame Spirit afterward exalted, it 
will never in any wife be changed into Vinegar, 
although it fhould be kept an hundred Years; 
but will always remain Spirit of Wine, noo- 
therwife , then as Vinegar remains Vinegar. 
This Tranfmutation of Wine into Vinegar is a 
wonderful Thing, becanfe fomewhat is produced 
from Wine , which was not before in its vege- 
table Effence. In which it is alfo to be. noted, 
that in diftulation of Wine the Spirit firft comes 
forth; but (on the contrary )in diftilling Vinegar 
the Phlegm firft comes, afterward the Spirit, as I 
have fhewed above in its own place, where I alio 
made mention of this Example. Therefore Spi- 
rit of Wine makes Bodies volatile , becaufe it 
felfis volatile, but Spirit of Vinegar fixeth all 
Medicaments, as well of Minerals as Vegetables, 
and renders them folid, fo that they apprehend 
things fixed, and expel fixed Difeafes,

help of time ) Separation of the denfe from the rare, 
_and of the pure from the impure is made; and 
by this means the Beer acquires a conftant virtue 
in Operating , fo that it penetrates and effects all 
thofe Ends ,for which it was made and brought into 
ufe : which before could not have been; becaufe 
the Spirit, the Operator was hindred, by its own 
Impurity , from effecting its proper Work. 

In Wine alfo doth not Experience teach the 
fame ? That cannot , before the time come , in 
which the Impuritys may be feparatedfromit, fo 
very perfectly and efficacioufly. perform its own 
Work , as.after Separation of the pure from the 
impure : which by Drunkenefs is manifeft , for 
Beer or Wine unfettled, and not purifyed, give 
not forth from themfelves fo much Spirit for ine- 
briating, as after Clarification. But of this no more. 
After all the aforefaid , a new Operation may 
be inftituted , by Vegetable fublimation, for fe- 
paration of the Spirit of the Wine or Beer, and 
for preparing it by Diftillation into another 
Drink of Burning Wine, which may alfo be made 
of the Lees or Dregs of Wine and Beer. When 
this is done, the Operative Virtue is feparated from 
its own Body, and the Spirit being extracted by 
Fire, forfakes its own unprofitable dead Habita- 
tion, In which it was commodioufly hofpited be- 
fore. Now , if this Burning Wine , or Spirit of 
Wine, be rectifyed, an Exaltation is made by 
Oiten diftilling it, and by a certain method of O- 

erating , the pure part (free from all Phlegm or 
Aquonty ) may be fo concentred, and as it were 
condenfed, as one Mcafure of it may effe¢t more, 
then twenty or more could have done before. For 
it fooner inebriates ,andis fwift, volatile and fub- 
til for penetrating and operating.

turning over the fame Leaves , but will efteem 
every word as much, as a peiceof Gold Coyn. For 
you Know, that although the Examples by me pro- 
pofed , found harfh,as delivered ina rude manner , 
yet they contain in them fomewhat that is excel- 
lent and of great Moment. Yet! am not here am- 
bitious to procure Authority or praife to my 
Writings , which 4s not my Bufinels , nor would 
it become me; for when the Operation of them 
fhall be brought to Light, they will acquire 
praife cnough to themfebves. I purpoiely and wil- 
dingly produceExamples {fo rude and common , be- 
caufe the power of Autimony and the true Virtue 
thereof, deeply and profoundly abfconded 1n its 
inmoft parts, is to be fearched out. J was wil- 
} ling, 
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ling, by thefe grofs Examples to lead you by the 
hand, and fhew you the way, that by them you 
might attain to the Thing it felf, and not at the 
very firft err from the Gate ; for fo doing you 
would long wander ,and never "bring your Opera- 
tion to the defired End. For Antimony is like a 
Bird, which is carryed through the Air and as 
the Wind drives it , fo it turns it felf which 
way that wills: here, inthis Cafe, Man acts the 
Part of the 4 or Wind, and can driveand move 
Amimony, at his pleafure; andrepofe it in fuch a 
place, as himfelf choofeth: he can imbibe it, 
with a yellow, red, white, or black Colour, ag. 
cording as he defires it fhould be , and as he rules 
and governs the Fire, becaufe in Antimony (as 
im Mercury) all Colours are found 5 which no Man 
fhould wonder at , confidering how many Things 
Nature bears abfconded in her Bofom » which 
neither you nor I are able to comprehend in many 
days. 
Tf a Book happen to be given to a Man, that 
is Eee , he knows not what is fignifyed by 
ngyor what that Scripture intends; for it 
Eyes, and he ftands amazed, as ‘a Cow 
new Door.

Yetafter a Legitimate Pre- 
paration , all their Venenofity is broke, extin- 
guifhedand expelled, fo that no part of them re- 
mains, but what is A@edicine , which refifts all in- 
ternal Venoms , although moft deeply rooted, 
and radically deftroys the fame. For Venom, 
being in fuch amanner prepared, asit can no Jon- 
ger hurt, refifts all Poyfow, which isnot as yet pre- 
pared , arid fovery well prepares and fubjugates it, 
as it is compelled with the fame to put’ off its 
own venomous Nature.

Of 
which there is 10 Reafon to Doubt: , for nothing 
is more probable , than that Trath fhould: fuffer 
Dammage and Shipwrack by the Oppreflion of E- 
fiemies. For. who knows not the Malice of the 
Devil, which by Reafonof our Sins and Blindnefs 
isvery often permitted by GOD. The Devil is 
the perpetual Enemy of Mankind, who imploys 
all his Strength, and all his Deceits, and omits no- 
thing, which in himfelf is, to prevent the Know- 
ledge of the profit of true Medecine, and to exter- 
minate itsufe, knowing well enough, that by that 
means the power and glory of GO "Dis obfex ired, 
and thofe Sacrifices of tl ‘ 1e praifes of men are impe- 
ded , by which they gave thanks to VO D, be: 
caufe he hath infited as it were the Rayes of his 
Goodnefs in the Creatures, whence they may ob- 
tain Health by a natural auxiliary. 

But fince to difcourfe of the Name of -Aztemony, 
is Not to our purpofe, we will defift from this Mat. | 
ter. For all the Praife of Avtimony confifts inthe 
P ‘vepa ration thereof, which is made for perfecting 
the Virtues infufed in it from Nature by the Author 
of Nature. Yherefore my difcourfe fhall be of 
this, handling it and its known Virtue, and I will 
endeavour to shes my Name immortal.

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Now let any Reader confider, and obferve it as 
a Thing worthy of Note; that the’ true Usicorns- 
born, fophifticated by no fallacy, repels all Venom 
from it felf,nor can it affume or draw to it felf a- 
ny thing of Venom, as is manifeft by Exper lence. 
Let a living Spider be put ina Circle made of Uxi- 
corus-horn, and out of this Circle it cannot go, o£ 
pals over the Uvicorns-born , for it fhuns what- 
foever is adverfe to Venom. - But if the Circle be 
made Of venemous Matter, it is not to be doubted, 
but that the Spider will go out of it, and pafs over 
that Venom like it felf. . Note this Experiment, 
make a piece of Silver hollow, and put it in Water, 
that it may float like a Boat, and put Venom to it, 
then hold.a piece of true Unicorns-Horn, as nigh 
tO it as you can, but fo as youmay not touch it, 
that Unicorns-Horn by its fpiritual Virtue will 
driye the Silver from it , fo that it will flie away: 
like a Duck, which fwimming on the Water flies, 
when it perceives the Snares of the Fowler ready 
fo entangle it. But on thecontrary, Nature in a 
wonderful manner loves and follows its own like, 
as appears by this Example. Put a little piece of 
pureand fine Bread ina dihh fullof Water, fo asthe 
Bread may {wim upon the Water, hold a piece of 
trueUnicorns-Horn clofe to it, yet {0 as it touchit 
not, and if you leifurely move the Unicorns-Horn 
the little piece of Bread will follow it. Nature 
fo much loves its own like, and fo much hates what 
is unlike it felf , as this flies, and that follows. 
Therefore let our Doétors confider, that Venom by 
a certain Magnetick Power Attracts Venom, and 
thofe things which are void of Venom, doin like 
manner draw to themfelves things pure, and want: 
ing a Venomous quality. 
‘Therefore Venom may be taken awa y (WO ways; 
firft, by its Contrary, which reiifts Venom, “as al- 
1% ready 
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réady is related of the Unicorns-Horn. Second- 
ly, by Like, when’ Venom by a certain Magnetick 
power draws Venom to. it felf. But the Venone 
which muft heal Venom like it-felf, ought firft to 
be fo prepared, as its Venom may pals into Medi- 
cine, and by its own attractive virtue, aflume the 
other to and expel it with it felf. Of ‘which thing 
you hayea moft clear Example in Soap: That is 
compounded of Oyl and other fat ingredient Mat- 
ters, which feem to be, and in very deed are, moré 
apt to foul, than cleanfe Linen; but becaufe i in the 
Boyling of the Soap, efpecially by the help of Salt, 
a certain Separation and Preparation is made, the 
Soap is rendred moft apt to drawto it felf and wali 
ont ‘all foulnefs and filths from Linen and other 
things: fo indeed may Venom in a certain manner; 
by/Ar ntecedent Preparation be accommodated fo, as 
to be ae more Venom, but a Medicament, it draws 
to it feif all other Poy fon, cafts it out,and reftores 
the man tte his priftine Purity and Health. 
~ Now fince our Difcourfe hath led us fo far, and 
we have begun to open Nature fo imuch; that the 
truly Studious of Medicine (though hitherto igno- 
rant of this) may clearly know, what Good or E: 
vil is latent in Nature, what is Venom and what 
is harmlefs; which is a thing hath not as-yet beeri 
found out by Doctors, by reafon of their own fupine 
negligence ; and that the Truth thereof may be 
demonftrated a ind alfo confirmed, it will not be a- 
mifs to produce certain Experimental ESRD 4 
which may difcover the Truth, and refute the falfe 
Opinions of others.

Every Phyfician ought above all Things to take 
Care, that he do neither lefS nor more, than pro- 
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cure the Reftitution of Health loft, not inftituting 
his Curation contrary to Nature, or deviating from 
her direct Intention. When Spirit, of Wine is 
poured upon Aqua Fort a vehement Ebullition is 
made, and thefe two Natures will not eafily per- 
mit themfelvesto be together ; but he, that knows 
how by Diftillation to conjoyn and unite them, ac- 
cording to the true Intention of Philofophers, he 
may ufe them in many things for good. After 
the fame manner , Oy! or Liguor of Tartar, and 
Vinegar made of Rich Wine, act each upon other ; 
for they hate and ily from each other, as Fire and 
Water>although they proceeded from one and the 
fame Matter. Therefore the Phyfician ought in 
afpecial manner to be mindful, to underftand all 
Circumf{tances from the Sick very exactly, and con- 
fider the fame being underftood that in Curing he 
may nfe fuch Means, as are fit to remove the Difeafe, 
eft the Patient be injured by the Medicine. As 
for Example, whenIron is diflolved in Agua fortis, 
if you fuddainly pour Oyl of Tartar upon that So- 
lution, you fhall difficultly prefervethe Glafs from 
breaking; for the contrary Natures, like unto 
Gun-powder, take Fire, and break the Glafs. Of 
ail thefe Things, our Gown Doctors know nothing 
at all; therefore they have no other Defence for 
their [gnorance, than Silence only. 

You titular Doctors , youl fpeak to, who write 
Jong Scroles of Receipts: you Apothecariés, who 
with your Decodtions fill Pots, no lefs than Thofe 
(in Princes Courts) in which Meat is boyled for the 
fuftentation of fome hundreds of men: you, I fay, 
who hitherto have been blind, fuffer aCollyrinm to 
be poured into your Eyes, and permit them to be 
anointed with Balfom, that the moft thick skin of 
Blindnefs may fall from your Sight, and you behold 
the Truth, as inamoft-clear Glafs. GOD grant 
you 
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you Grace, that you may know his wonderful 
Works, and the Love of your Neighbour be root: 
ed in. you, that you may {earch out true Medicine, 
which the Ruler of the Heavens hath, by his own 
omnipotent hand , and his ineffable and eternal 
Wifdom, from above infufed in, imprefled on ‘

Here, O Lover of Art, you fhould not 
be offended, ov angry with me, as if 1 deluded you (defirous of the Knowledge of 
this Secret) by a Tantalick Apple foown. what fhould 1 do? 1 in this Cafe 
giveyouadvice. Would you have me caft Pearls before Swine ? and unto all men 
expofe the Mytery ,-which the Antient kept fo holély, and might not reveal it, 
unleBto the worthy Sons of Art only? Thou thy felf wouldeft bewail nothing 
more, and wouldelt even execrate me, for doing fo. They, who underftand me, 
wnderftand Art; and unto fuch as are Chymifts, have I opened the way, which 
#f they diligently travel in,they may arrive, where they defire to be. No man 
did ever fo clearly reveal this to me 5 but by reading the Writings of Authors, 
ftrenuoufly labouring , and trufting in GOD without fainting or desperation 
(which ts a moft efficatious kind of Prayer) 1 at length attained to what I have. 
Do thou fiudy , and be diligent, that thow mayeft comprehend : for be, who, 
Rnows how to render Tinctures volatile, zs already admitted into the very Pe- 
netrale and Conclave: of the Chymical Art 5 becaufe of all other Myfteries the 
Method is the fame. Perufe the Fables, fearch into the Riddles, and confider 
the Parables of all wife men 5 they all tend hither, and all fay the fame. Com- 
pare the Parables of others , with this my enigma, andthis with them, that 
you may underfiand how much Light I have added in all, and how Eafie I have 
made the Way to thofe ferewe ‘Temples of wifdom.

* Had I not known Bafilius, 1 (hould have thought him 4 in this place ta 
have dealt like a Deceiver, or Vagabond Medicafter with you : but the Matter 
at felf unto me, fo often {peaks for him, as 1 relégcoufly fcruple even tn’ the 
leat to doubt his Promifes. For whatfoever I ave expercenced (but there are 
very few Proceffes contained in this Rook, which have not tryed: for Hey 
fromthe very firft , was my Teacher, Friend and Patron) I have found fo 
very efficacious beyond the Author’s Promifes, that it feems to me, he hath been 
fparing in declaring the virtues of his Medicaments, leaft in prayfing them, 
be fhould be thought too much to commend bimfelf- Yet I fhall not here im 
bis ftead, undertake to comment much on their laudable Virtues. Let him who 
believes not, make tryal, that he may know. Whofoever {hall by bis own incre- 
dnlity be deterred from experiencing the Truth hereof, he wil fuffer punijhmtnt 
enough for his Offence , by the want of the frst of the fame. For this Oyl, éf 
vightly ufed in its time, ws a Medicine truly univerfal. Confider, I pray, what 
I fay, if rightly afed in its time, that is, the Body being fut purged from ero 
and crnde Humours, and general Medicines ufed (as you may remember I did 
before admoni(h) this Oyl is an aniver(al Medicine , for healing all Difeafes Cu- 
rable. For Chymifts ave not fo mad, or conceited, by reafon of the Goodno@and 
Virtue of their’ Medicaments , as not to fudge fome Difeafes to be unfanable. 
Who can cveftore any of the Principal Members abfumed by putridne? yet I 
would not have all Difeafes judged unfanable, by thefe our Chymical Remedies, 
which are every where vulgarly condemned as fuch. As for Example, how ef- 
ten have I veftoved the Cryftalime Humour taken away; which who judgeth 
not cmpalfible to berveduced ? But, of theje and the like, another place will be move 
fit to write. Only of tllis Medicament I fay, that it heals Feavers of every 
Rind , yea, even the Quartan ét f2lf (that ancient Reproach of Phyficians) 
and in Chronical Diftempers manéfefts wonderful Effects. Here among many of 
my Obfervations Iwill give you one only Experiment. In the Year 1666. A 
young Maid , aged twenty one Years , [wollen to an enormous Gropne® with the 
Dropfie, came to me for help. Itoobthis only for her Medicine. For 1 gave 
her no other thing , then this very Medicament twice a Day , to which 1 dayly 
added a Clifter: and in twenty dayes foe bad fweat Jo much, as ber Body was 
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Leffened half an EU. within that Space of twenty Days, as aid, {he alfo voyded' 
of urine (provoked by the fame Medicament) not a little, but her Sweat was 
wonderful. 

Note: my Friend, and Lover of Art, thac this Oyl, whether you preparedt 
your felf, or rececve ct from another prepared by him, doth not imitate other Dia- 
phoreticks in operateng , which being ufed, will in their firft Dofe provoke 
Sweats. For if this he given to a Patient whofe Body is objtrutted with Hu- 
mors , the firft Dofe acts uothing , but gently opens the Paffages, that Sweats 
gay be procured 5 the next day it caufeth a gentle and kindly breathing of Sweats 
only 5 thethird Day ct Sweats moderately, but the fourth Day, and thence for- 
ward,tt caufeth fuch an abundance of Sweat,as the waters proceeding thence run 
through the Bed upon the Floor. Here zs need of a true Phyfician 3 Hercules 
Club will profit little, ef not ia che Hand of Hercules him(elf. 


The Dofe of it before Coagulation is cight 
Grains takenin Wine. It makes amanvery young 
again, delivers him fromall Melancholy, and what- 
foever in the Body of man grows and increafeth,, 
as the Hairs and Nayls, falls off, and the whole man: 
is renewed asa Pham (if fuch a feigned Bird,which 
is only here for Example fake named by me,can any 
where be found upon the Earth) is renewed by’ 
Fire. And this Medicine can no more be burned 
by the Fire , than the Feathers of that unknown 
Salamander : for it confumes all Symptoms in the 
Body, like confuming Fire, to which itis defervedly 
likened; it drives away every Evil, andexpelsall 
Uhat , which Aurum-Porabile is capable to expel. 
‘The * Aftrum of Sol only excels every Medicine of’ 
the World when rightly prepared to perfect Fixa- 
tuon: for the Affrum of Sol, and the Aftrum of | 
Mercury arife almoft from the very fame Blood of \] 
their Mother , and from one Original of vivifick 
sanity. 
* Let no man here prodigally or ralbly waft his own Gold, nowahe hears of 
the Aftrum of Sol, nor expofe hemfelf to fo great Hazard, as to enter a peril- 
lows Combat with vulgar Mercury. In the chymical world another Sok {hinesg 
ber Mercury atteadson Jupiter. et the Chymical Sol, or Mercury 
bere, os not Gold, out more excellent than all Golds yea, more potent than every 
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Mercury, although fabulous, and feigned to be capable to reftove the Dead t 
Life: it isthe Gold, and Argent-vive of Philofopbers , which Bafilius here 
hints at. But we have treated, and muft treat of Antimony only, 


Now, no man hath caufe to fear, that this Oyk 
of Antimony Extracted firft with diftilled Vinegar, 
and afterward with moft pure and fubtle Spirit of 
Wine, and then further exalted (as highly as pofli- 
ble) by Vulcan, willinany wife purge, or excite 
frequent Stools, or make any Alterations: for it 
efiects nothing of all this, but by Sweat, Urine, 
and Spittle, expelsthe very Root of the Difeafe to 
amazement, and reftores whatfoever is corrupted 
by any Symptom. 

But Common Glafs of Antimony, being ground 
to Powder, put into a little Wine (viz. fix Grains 
or more of the Glafs, according to the ftrength of 
WNature)and that mixture fet in heat for one Night, 
and in the Morning the Wine * poured off clear 
from the remaining Powder , and fo drunk by the 
Patient, purgeth downward exciting feveral 
Stools; and oftentimes alfo provokes Vomiting, by 
teafon of the Mercurial immature Property, which 
is yet inherent in the Glafs, as every intelligent 
Phyfician will eafily jndge, and indeed he ought 
further to Examine how this Glafs, when he would 
purge withit , ought to be proved, and admini- 
ftred in a due Dofe. 


* ‘This is a Common Vomitory, or Emetick Wine, well known, which ak 
wandering Empiricks now ufe in all Places , fometines with a prosperous, 
fometimes the Contrary, always ambiguous Succe? 5 which proceeds partly from 
the Phyfician, and partly fromthe Medicine. This is a Thing to be bewayled 5 
for as histories relate, that George Caftriot King of the Epirotsswhen the Em 
perour of the Turks had often asked him, how his Sword, whish ‘he had fent, 
when Peace was made, according to his agreement with the Turk, could perpe- 
trate fuch wonders as he fbake of, faying he {aw not any thing fingular in tt, 
made this Anfwer: I did indeed fend the Sword of Scanderbeg but not Scan- 
derbeg’s dim, with which that Sword was managed, [0 as to. perform fo greag 
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Miracles: fo, very many Chymical Medicines, ave either dead, or (which 7¢i 


more to be deplored) oftentimes the Caufes of Death, when not managed by the: 
hand of a skelful Dottor. which unhappy Succefs of this Medicine is canfed' 
from the Mercurial Properties, with which ct ts too much impregnated (as Ba- 
filius well notes in this Place) and which 1 am wont to correct in this, manner. 

Take Glafs of Antimony , moft pure, Sill). Venetian Borax Z (3. melt 
them together. ‘This being artificially dene, yor will have a Green Glafs tranf= 
parent as an Emrald. Grind this toa fubtle Power, upon which pour French 
Wine, and permit the mixture to ftand for feveral days in a Moderate Heat. 

Of this Wine give to the Sick , from She to $1), according to the Agl, 
Habit of Body, Strength, and other ‘things either Natural, or not Natural, which 
the Prudence of the Phyfician (when he fits as Fudge, whether the Life of any 
One is likely to be continued or not) ought always well to confidere ‘That thes 
Emetick Wine may be given to the Sick without peril , Experience the moft 
certain Miftrefs of Phyficians hath taught me, and yet more than this : for 
when the wine poured in the Powder fhall be all exhaufted, tf you pour on 
more French Wine, that will alfo be imbibed with the fame Virtues. For here 
Antimony dé{covers in it felf to be fomerwhat, that is of all wonderful Things 
the moft admirable: becaufeit contains in it felf inexhaustible Treafures, and 
although you take from it , yet you diminilh not the Virtues thereef. Alike 
flupendious Miracle alfo 7s in extratting the Vinegar of the fame, and in other 
Works fit to be Rept under the Seal of Harpocrates. 


Many men are required for the Searching out 
the Powers and Virtues of this Subje&t. For I a- 
fone, by reafon of the fhortnefs of my Time, could 
not dive into and fearch out all things, do thou thy 
felf fet about the Work , and after me, yea with 
me, thou.wilt praife me andI thee: if youfind out

Phial for a full Month , that thefe two Spirits might be mell conjoyned ; afters 
ward , for the better conjunétion of them , 1 distilled them thrice by Retort. 
Then I poured them upon the Calx of Gold (the Method of preparing which you 
will find in other writings of Bafilius) and fet them together in Digetion for 
@ Month 5 which being elapfed , the Menftruum was tinged with a ep 
Yellow Colour inclining to rednes. I leifurely poured off the Tinéture, and 
having put it into a Retort , with gentle Fire abftratted the Humidity , 
that a red Pouder might remain in the Bottom. This Powder I edualcoya- 
ted with diftilkd water, and again extracted the Tincture with Spirit 
of Wine; then Ireadved this Dragon volatile, and gave him bis own Tayl to 
be devoured for fix whole Months , and obtained a Tinkture moft pleafant and 
grateful 5 ten or twelve Grains of which given to the Sick, provoke Sweat, 
comfort the Natural Powers , and (not to amufe the Intelligent vith werds) in 
all Difcafes bothof Humane and other Bodies, it is an Univer[al Medicine. . 

Since tt hath happened tome hereto make mention of the moft excellent of all 
Dintiures, I will once teach the Chymift what will be of ufo to him for the future. 
That is to fay, tt ts of great concern to know , with what Menftruum every 
Tinéture fhould be extracted, Foy it is not fufficient (according to the erro 
Reous Opinion of many) that Menftruums be fweet and void of Corofion; but 
tt ts alfo behooful 5 that there be in them a peculiar Amity and Conveniency with 
the Mercury of the Body, on which they are poured, that fromthe fame they may 
exiract its true and fincere Sulphur. , By Example, I {hall teach you fomewhat 
more clearly. Diftilled water extvatis the Tinéture from Silphar, made of the 
Glaf of Antimony by diftilled Vinegar. But tf in this Operation you per- 
Swade your felf you have feparated the Pure from the Impure, you will be de- 
ceived : for this water imbibes a certain Salts which infeéts the Tinure 3 but 
Spivit of Wine rectified és its proper Menttruum: becaxfe That only affumes the 
volatile Sulphur thereof, and hath no Commerce withthe Salt. 

The fame happens in Tincture of Corals , which is extratled with Spirit of 
_Wine-diftilled upon Orange Pills: for here you obtain not the fincere Tinctute 
of Corals; becaufe, by this Menftruum, the pure Sulphur is not feparated from 
the Body of the corals. The like Error to be committed in many other Things, 
Eehave obferved by Experience, which fhould be eftcemed the bet Miftre?, anle(é 
we take it for granted that chargeable and frnitlefs Proceffes are neceffarily ye- 
quired. tn this Art. But that I may conclude with the Tin@are, whence all 
this Difcourje hath proceeded; I would bave no man to think this to’ be the 
Aurom potabile of Philofaphers : for this would be a very great Ervor in Phi- 
Lofophy, and give occafion to Sophifters (as theiv manneras) to prefer their So- 
phifins before the ‘ruth it felf. Although this Tincture is moft prectous, and a 
Tincture of Gold, yet it hath. only affummed the Colour of Gold: but the weight 
thereof, which és proper to Aurum potabile, adberesnot thereunto.

But let him ceafe his admiration, and know 
that the venomous purging power of Antimony is 
by this Preparation fo mortified, as it can appre- 
hend or expel nothing ; but as foon as fome purg- 
ing Simple is adjoyned to it , it then according to 
the powers of its own Nature performs the Office 
of opening and purging. But Avtimony prepared 
hath no action upon the * Stomach, thence to ex- 
pel its impurities, but by the purging Medicine, 
its adjunct, acquires amore open Field, and therein 
can operate without Impediment any other way,

I would have all men to credit thefe my words, 
fince I have no neceflity to write other than the 
Truth. This E/xir in fuch mauner prepared, as I 
have taught, penetrates and purgeth the Body, 'as 
Antimony purgeth Gold, and frees it fromall Impu- 
rity: So that if I would at large commemorate all 
the powers and virtues thereof, I muft put up my 
Supplications to the GO D of Heaven , and in- 
treat him to vouchfafe me a longer Life, that J 
might laud his wonderful Works, and fearch out 
further , and according to Verity communicate to 
others what I have found, thacthey with me excited 
to admiration , may publickly render thanks to 


their Creator, for his fo great Bleflings. 
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But to proceed in my purpofe, having once he- 
gun, 1 here defcribe the Virtnes of Aztimony, as far 
2s | have experiencedthem,; yet what is hid from 
my Knowiedge , I ought to pafs over in filence.

Eyes alto that by this rude Propofal, they might 
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give greater credit to my other Writings, in which 
I have fpoken a little more fubtely of thefe Things. 
Yet | would have no man, following me as his Au- 
thor, to give a Medicine of Crude Avtimony to 
men; for mute Animals can in their Stomach con- 
coét much more hard Foods, than the tender Com- 
plexion of Menis able to digelt, Wherefore, he 
who would rightly and with profit ufe Astimony, 
he muft learn the Preparation thereof firft, and af- 
terward know the Dofe, as what is convenient for 
the Young, and what for the Old, how much may 
be given to robuft Bodies, and how much to the 
weak, in which no finall Myftery of this Art confitts, 
the ignorance of which will do more hurt than an 
imprudent Phyfician can do good. : 
Should I confirm all things by Examples, that 
would be the Caufe of a very Prolix Writing; 
therefore! will break off this Difcourfe, and pafs 
on to another Preparation of Antimony, and de- 
{cribe its fixednefs; which acts like Wine, from 
which its Spirit is fubftracted and feparated from . 
its Body. This Spirit heals the Body internally, 
and if externally applied,draws to it felfall the Heat 
of apart inflamed: but, onthe contrary, when 
of the Wine, Vinegar is made, it cools, either in- 
wardly or outwardly applied, although the Wine 
and Vinegar have their Original from the fame 
Root, and proceed from the fame Stock. ‘Tne 
Reafon of this diverfity. is, becaufe Vinegar is 
made through digeftion only, by which Putrefacti- 
onof the Wine follows, together with a Vegeta- 
ble Fixation: but on the contrary, Spirit of Wine 
is made with Separation by diftilling, or vegetable 
fubliming, which renders the Spirit volatile. By 
like reafon Antimony is prepared , and according 
to its divers Preparations hath divers Effects, and 
diverfly communicates its Gifts to us, which are 
: G -4 fcarcely 
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fcarcely comprehenfible by the humane Intellect. 

But the Fixednefs thereof, touching which I here 

treat, isthus prepared. 

Take of Antimonyasmuch as you will, grind it 

to a fubtle Powder, which put into a Cucurbit, and 

pour on ic of Agua fortis fo much as will ftanda- 

bove it the breadth of fix Fingers; and having well 

and firmly clofed the Veflel, place it in'a fubtle heat 

for ten Days, that the Matter may be extracted. 

Decant off this Extraction pure and clear, and filter 

it, that it may be free from all feculencies and Im- 

purities; then put this Extraction into a Glafs- 

Body, and abftract all the Aqua fortis by Diftillation 

in Afhes or Sand, and in the bottom the Powder of 
Atitimony will remain yellow and dry. Upon this. 
pour diftilled Rain-water, and put it ina like Glafs 

in moderate heat, and you will have a Red Extracti-. 
on. ‘This again filter, and gently diftil off the 

Rain-water by B. 14. and the Powder wiil remain 

red in the Bottom. Upon this red Powder pour 

{trong diftilled Vinegar : this Vinegar willin fome 

time draw to it felf the Colour red as Blood, and 

put down Feces. Afterward diftil off the Vinegar, 

and there will again remain ared Powder. This 

Powder reverberate continually for three days to-. 
gether without ceafing in an open Fire, This be- 

ing done, abitract the Tincture from it by Spirit 

of Wie, andefeparate the Feces remaining from the 

Tindture. .“All thefé Works being with fo great 

labour performed, again feparate the Spirit of 
Wine by diitillation in Balzeo, and a fixed * Red 

Powder will remain, which operates wonderfully. 


* Diaphoretick Antimony i fold in Shops , but what here. the Author 
fhews us, by the name of Fixed Powder of Antimony, 2% not ta be bought-for 
Silver or Gold 5 the Virtues of which fo far exceed all that, of which, the 
Comnion Sort. are Partakers : I vain with fo great attention and Pudy.(af 
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sphich'in preparing this Powder, there is very great need) did our Philofophex 
Sutond this Work, if thefe MySterces of fo great Effects muft come to the band- 
ling of the Vulgar, or be publickly fold for Money. Let him who attains to 
this fixed Powder nfe it in Chronical Difeafes, eSpecially where Sweats are to 
be excited, and be will fee Effects caufing bim to vejoyce,tf be ufe at en bemfelf 5 
and by which he well be glorified, if he ufe it in others. 


Half a dram of this being taken thrice a day, 
viz. Morning, Noon, and Night, or oftner , hurts 
no man for it expelsall clotted Blood out of the 
Body, and being long, taken fecurely opens all pe- 
rillous Impofthums, and expels them; radically 
curesthe French Difeafe, caufeth new Hairs to grow, 
and notably renovates the whole man. 

Now, fince Ihave taught to make a fixed Powder 
of Antimony, and the Extraction thereof very com- 
modious for Ufe, leaving this Difcourfe, | purpofe 
briefly to treat of the Flowers of Antimony, which 
may be many ways prepared. But the ereatelt 
part * of men neither can difcourfe of, nor anfwer 
to thefe; becaufe they have not learned the Pro- 
cefles of fuch Operations: but the leaft part, 22. 
the Difciples, Apoftles, and Followers of the Spa- 
gyrick Art, will more efteem my Writings, more 
diligently read them, and more prudently give 
Judgement of the fame.

I Shops they now fell Medicaments, 
Chymecally prepared. (as they fay) and thofe very Perfons, who are willing 
moftly to be esteemed Hippocratick Difciples , fcarcely dare to condemn Chy- 
mifiry, and fence they call into ufe what ave made by the Chymical Art, they 
cannot deny tt. Are. not thofe Times at hand, in which Elias the Artift, the 
Revealer of greater Myfteries is to come ? Of whofe Coming Paracelfus 
clearly prophefied In various places of bis Writings ? Perhaps it wih be worth 
ony while, for the Solace of the oppreffed Difciples of Batilius, to quote certain 
places, in which he predicts the coming of Elias not then born: which if any 
One cammodtoufly interpret, as allother Sayings of that man are to be taken, he 
will find nothing. of abfudity in them, unles he refolue to difcover bis own 
abjurd Stupidity, oy wicked Envy. In the Book of Minerals, Chap. 8. Pa- 
racelfus thus writes : What is moft vile, GO D fuffers to be difcovered, but 
what is of greater moment is yet hid from the Vulgar, until the coming of Eli- 
as the Artift; othersread , until the Art of Elias, when he comes. And a- 
ain, inbis Book of Minerals, Treatifethe fir. it is indeed true (faith he) 
that many things lie hid in the Earthywhich I, aswell as others am ignorant of. 
For thi I know, GOD, in timp to come will manifelt bas Ponders, and bring 
to light many more of thent, then unto this Day have been known by use Alfa . 
thes is true; there és nothing abfconded , which fhall not be vevealed s there 
fore there cometh One, whofe Magnale lives not yet 5 who fhall reveal many 
Things. 

Therefore be comforted, b2 comforted ,-O Lover of Chymifiry, ard prepare 
the way of that Elias, who brings happy times, and will reveal move Secrets than 
our Anceftors, by reafon of Envy, and the Iniquity of their Days durft-diftever. 
Whofocver thou art, converfing in this Art, oi nfer fome fimall matter to this fe-

So, the Effence of Vitriol afcends with 
them, and the Flores are more ftrong: which being 
done, 1 extract the fame Flowers with Spirit of 
Wine.

Thefe the Arti- 
ficer lays afide, and diftils of the Spirit of Wine 
wi B. M4. until the Powder remains dry.

Our Saviour Jefus,and his moft Holy Mother Mary,,\' 


to ordain in my Teftament a perpetual Monument 
upon my Altar, of all the Cures which I have per- 
formed by his grace;that I might fo doing ,not only 
give thanks to GOD, but alfo make my Gratitude 
Known to Pofterity,that theylikewife may acknow- 
ledge the wonderful works of the Moft Hi gh,which 
{ {by my diligence) have extracted fromthe Bowels 
of Nature, and which he himfelf had hid and ab- 
iconded in her profound and moft fecret Recefles. 
But touching the Sublimations of Antimony which 
are afterward called Flowers; let the Reader fur- 
ther obferve,viz.'that they are like Waters,which 
break out in high Mountains.Now,of the difference 
of waters,which arife in the higheft Mountains,yea 
in higher than they, if fuch can be found; for eyen un- 
to them would the waters afcend;fince it is}known, 
that in the tops of the higheft Mountains, Springs 
do very often iffue it;and of other waters which are 
found by digging deep in the Earth, and by follow- 
ing their Springs muft be fearched out:any man may 
judge that the Adatvix of waters inthe Earth, is on — 
one part more aboundantly replenifhed with the 
Riches of waters, then on another;fince every Ele- 
ment hath a peculiar Afarrix,either ftrong or weak, 
according as it is produced by the Sydizs, whence 
Elements derive their Original and- have being. 
Now, when fucha Adzrix is {trong and potent in 
the Earth, it candrive forth its Seed ftrongly and 
eilicacioufly fromit felf, by a vehement Prelltre, 
even 
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even up to the Snowy Mountains of the Alps, orto 
the very top of the Babylonifh* “Vower. 

* This Parable is of very great moment, but fo very clear to thofe, from 
whofe Eyes the Cataract is taken away, as to explain it to them , would be to 
hold a Candle tothe Light of the Sun: te others, from whofe fieht the Cataralt 
is not took off, this place gives no occafion of detracting the fame. Therefore 
fead, perufe, and meditate, Day is an Instrucker totheDay 5 the later Reading 
explains the former, and the former the later. 

If any fatuate man hear this my Difcourfe, he 
will fay, lam either mad or drunk with Wine; but 
this will be no other than a Reproach, like to that, 
which was caft upon the Difciples of our Saviour. 
Of Sublimation, the Reafon is the fame ; for as 
Waters,which are many times found inthe higheft 
Mountains,are more falubrious,and more cool than 
thofe, which by digging deep into the Earth are 
found in Plains:fo,if the Matter by preflure & force 
of fire be driven upwards to the Mountains of the 
Ancient Wife men,who died long before my time, 
the Earth, which for the moft part is unprofitable, 
remains until its Salt fhall be extracted from it for 
its proper ufe. Thus ismade Separation,by which 
the Evil may be diftinguifhed from the Good, the 
Pure from the Impure,the thick from the thin, the 
fubtle from that\which is not fubtle,and the Venom 
from the Medicament. Wemiferable Mortals,by 
Deathwhich we have deferved for our Smsare put 
into.the Earth, until we putrefie by time,and be re- 
duced to filths; and afterward by the Heavenly Fire 
and Heat raifed, clarified, and exalted to a Celeftial 
Sublimation , where all our Feces, all Sins, and e- 
very Impurity fhall be feparated, and we made the 

Sons of GO D, and of Eternal Life, unto which 
the Lord of his Mercy and Goodnefs bring me 
with you. But I hopeno Man will take amifs this 
Comparation of the Mundane with the Spiritual, 
viz. the Heavenly Exaltation with the Earthly Sub-

foever is extracted with Vinegar , purgeth not 
downward, but rather prevents that, and retains 
in acertain peculiar manner, by which thé Volatile 
is changed into fixed. | | : 
_ Thisisafingular Secret, and an_Arcanitm of great 
price; but there are none, or very few found, who 
mind fuch things; becaufe many things ate hidden, 
and lie deeply buried in this Arcanum, which no 
One, either Mafter or Servant, nor any Wife man 
of this World hath into this Day obferved or,con:

"| fhould have a Purging Property. Yet when Glafs 
| of Antimony is from the beginning extracted with 
vin | diftilled Vinegar, and that Vinegar again abftract- 
ed, and theu the Avtemony extracted with Spirit of 
Wine, all its venomous purging virtue pafleth a- 
way, and no fign thereof remains, nor aflumes it 
to it felfany power of provoking Stools; but it 
performs its Operations by Sweat, and other ways, 
chiefly by Salivation and Ejection by the Mouth ; 
it fearcheth out all hurtful Evils in the Body, purg- 
eth the Blood, heals the Difeafes of the Lungs, 
and profits thofe who are ftrait-breafted , and 
troubled with a frequent Cough. In a word it 
Cures very many Difeafes , alfo aflwageth a Ma- 
lignant Cough, and whatfoever is of that Difpo- 
fition, atidis a Medicine very admirable. 
Moreover, there is another Extraction of Avti- 
mony made in this manner. Grind crude Antimo- 
ny to powder , and pour uponit ftrong Vinegar, 
not of Wine, but madeof its proper A4mera, and 
expofe the Mixture iu a Veflek well clofed to the

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Solar heat; then, after fome time the Vinegar willl - 


be tinged with a Blood-like Colour, pour off this: 
Extraction clear, filter it, aud diftil by Alembick: | 
in Sand: then again, in diftilling, it fhews admira- 
ble Colours; pleafant to the Sight, and wonderful 
in Afpect. ‘This Oyl * at length becomes Red as 
Blood, and leaves marly Feces and prevails againft 
many Infirmities: for its fingular Virtue aad Ufe 
is commanded in the Leprofie; the New Difeafe 
lately rifen amongft’ the Souldiers is by if confum- 
edand dried up, and indeed it effects Wonders, 


__™ Here thy Sincerity, Valentine, i fuSpetted. who can by this thyPrefcri- 
ption make this Quinteffence, which Petrus the Spanzard,in his Book Of the 
Quinteffenc of all Things, defirvedly extols, as the greate/t Secret of Phi- 
lofophy ? what {hall 1 fay? Malice makes thee, not a perverfe but timerous 
tan, fearing, leat if Arcanum’s {hould be communicated openly to the wicked, 
they would do maye hurt with them then good. ‘This Procefs feemsto me to be 
purpofely defcribed obfcurely by this Religious Man (why elfe fhould he not have 
written otherwife ! ) becaufehe knew the Sons of Art would anderftand it by his 
Projcript. But that you, Reader, may underftand, you have not ih varn Spent

& Powder, as st may pals through a Tiffany Seives put it into a Cucurbit, and 
pour xpon it Vinegar, which according to Art is dvstilled from cts proper Mi- 
nera. Set it in Digeftion for forty Days, and (if vou have exacily ebferved 
all things,which are berennto required )your Vinegar will be tinged with a Co- 
four ved as Blood: This ved Tincture poured off by Inclination, put into a Ketert, 
and gently abstrati the Vinegar. The Powder vematning extracl with fpirit 
of Wine, that it alfo.may contratt a bleod-like Colour. Put this Extraction

becanieI never found dry more apt to render the Spirits volatiles Then place

Voffel, and put all the Matter into aCucurbit, and distil the Spérét according 

to Art, which will pafover the Helm as red as Blood. ‘Tren again abjtvatt thé, 
\Spirit,and you will have a moft ponderous thick Oyl. 

| How this Oyl fhould after this be joyned with its own Salt, and united, 

jwe elfewhere fheak 5 the ufe of which in amending Metals is very great. Hevé 
me have deferibed it, and brought it fo far, as it becomes a moft exceHent Me= 
dicine in grievous Difeafes, which are in all places accounted uncuvable.. Ie 
‘performs its whole Operation by Sweats. And fince there is no Difeafe, whicls 
lat helps not 5 what need is there to name any ? It is better tobe altogether Si- 
| Lent, then to detract from its pradfes, by receting a few. There isno man who 
\bath made any ProgreRin Chymisiry, that knows not what the Quinteffence of

| gently contemplate its ufe, according to his own 
| Experience and Knowledge, but efpecially com- 
pleating its Preparation ina due manner,without 
being weary of his labour, or forgetting any of

| ed. 
| © Again, another Extraction of Axtimony, is thus 
| inftituted. Take, inthe Name of the Lord, of 
| Antimony and crude Tartar, of each eqhal parts 5 
| put thefe well mixed together in Powders, into a 
| {trong Crucible, which will not fuffer the Spirits to 
| penetrate it, and burn this Matter in the Fire, un- 
| tilthe Tartar be wholy combuft: this work muft 
be done in a Wind-Fornace. Grind this burnt 
Matter to afubtle Powder, and pour on that Com- 
mon Water firft made hot, and fo edulcorate the 
Matter by Lixiviating.

may have Glafs of a far better Colour. Alfo Bafilius forgot, or for fome Rea- 
fons did omit, to appoint the Glafs firft to be poured into a Platter made bot, aud 
then beaten to powder inan hot Mortar: othermife the Glafs, by veafon of the 
Salt of Tartar, asfoon as it takes the cold Air us changed into a certain Pulfe or 
Pap. Befides, he omitted to determine the Quanticy of Water, in which thes 
Powder {hould be diffolved, that we may have a more farr and deep Colour 5 in 
which Exaltation of Colony very much 1 fitede  Alfo the Precipitatton of the 
Liver from the water , which muft he made with Vinegar, be involved in Si- 
lence; although this; and the above mentioneds are neceffary im this Operation. 

Here Iam unwilling to forbear to admonifh, that not only inthis, but tn every 
‘Melting of Antimony, the Artift ought to obferve the Face of Heaven, and be- 
gin his work when the fameis clear and ferene. If you do otherwife, you well 
in vain deplore the Obfcurity of the Colour tn your Liver of Antimony. For 
tf yeu laugh at me, attributing much Virtue to the Influences of the Stars, F 
Shall deride you, deploving the wuluckie Succefs of many Proceffes. But Iwould 
not digrels fo far, as to take on.me to prove the Virtues of Celestial Influences, 
againft men, ecther knowing fo little, as they cannot understand, or having ex- 
perienced fomewhat do not difcern 5 but in the meanwhtle are fo obstinate, as 
they will not believe thofe things which they fee, have tried, and invery deed 


~ found to be fo.  Iwould no more urge Reafons againft thefe men, then agatnit 


thefe, who deny eventhe Mutation of Metals by the Stone of Philofophers. We 
qudge fuch men ‘more worthy of Contempt than Refutation, who fay that is not 


pofible , which they have beheld with their Eyes, and done with their hands : 
for it is very vude to fay, t deny, 1 deny, who proves? Thefe perverje men by 
their thus alting, do fometimes provoke the patvence of good ingenious Artists, 
judging that they, with a certoin Zeal of confirming what they affert, will 
proceed fo far, as to difcover to them their Experiment of fo excellent an Art. 
But I do not think that any of them, who have obtained the Mystery will be fo 
Emprudent, as unadvifedly to caft Pearls before Swine, and to défcover to the’ 
“unworthy, what GOD hath revealed to him 5 or give them of the Bread he 
E ats, which 7s not to be cat to Dogs. | 
Therefore, returning to the Matter from whence I digreffedy I affirm, that there’ 
ave fometimes of the year, in which if Liver of Antimony be made, and pre 
cipitated with a due Menftruum, zt will he imbibed with altogether another 
Colour , and be endued with other Virtues than that, which is made at another’. 
time, and that, bothfor Metals, and for healing the Infirmities of men, as I my 
felf have experienced in many grievous Difeafess and Symptoms of Difeafes. I 
will alfo add this: from the Liver of Antimony may be extracted a Rednefs' 
with Spirit of Wine, which Rednefs is made volatile, and paffeth over thet ¥ 
Helm, which alfo may be exhibited to all without danger. Nor is there any) | 
great need of that Caution of Bafilius (even before the Rednefs is volatilized) 
that it mufé be given in a fmall Quantity. For being given from thirty to} 
forty, or fifty Drops, it foreats very modevately, and doth not Purge or Vomit « 
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but it offetts wonders in purging the Blood, extiypating the Roots of a Diftalés 
and vendyring the Patient vigorous, by infenfible Expiration, and its occult Vira 
tues. ThisVendible wine needs not the Bulh of Eloquence to commend it tothe 
Sick; who once having experienced its Virtues, know what it can do, and 
that it as much anfwers their Defires, as they efiezm theiy Money. 


Put this Liver dried intoa Cucurbit, pour there- 
on moft pure Spirit of Wine; abftract the Spirit 
by diftilling in B. AZ fo that a third part only may 
remain. But before Diftillation, the Spirit of 
Wine together with the Extraction muft be filtred 
through Paper. ‘This Extraction. may indeed be 
profitably ufed; but ina fimall Dofe, and with great 
Caution. What happens inthis Operation is ve- 
ry admirable. . For the Spirit of Wine abftracted, 
can no more be united with the red Extraction, 
whence it was diftilled,; but one floats above the 
other, as Water and Oyl, which cannot be mixed. 
But if the abftracted Spirit of Wine be poured 
upon other Liver of Antimony, it again attracts 
the Colour to it felf; yet this, although poured 
upon the former Extraction , cannot be mixed 
therewith. Which is a Thing fo ftrange, as it 
may be numbred among Wonders. But. who can 
declare all the Wonders of GOD? or who will 
worthily efteem the Gifts of the Creator , which 
he hath implanted in his Creatures ? by us {carce- 
ly perfcrutable with deep Meditation. 

I before made mention of the Extraction of Az. 
timony, from its Glafs * by Vinegar, and alfo by 
Spirit of Wine: but now I fay, when fach an Ex 
traction is made by Vinegar, andthe Vinegar is a- 
gain abftracted by B. AZ and the Powder which 
remains is refolved in a moift place, into Oyl or 
Liquor of a Yellow Colour; it effects fuch Won- 
ders in Wounds, new and old, as I neither can, nor 
dare to commit them all to writing,

* Hore our Author atts as a Teacher careful, and full of Affeétion, who not 
fatisfied onceto mention,doth often inculcate the principal Precepts of bis Doctrine. 
But, what it is, that Specially moves him to repeatthe Virtues of the Sulpbar of 
Antimony, I fee not : he faith, he repeats nothing in vain; therefore do that, 
Reader, if thou judgeft it of Concern, more attently confider, whether you may 
not here find fomewhat that is not mentioned, or the Reafon why tt ts again 
Shoken of. I, who profels my felf to wrste to the tatelligent, recterate nothing 
here. He that comprehends, let him comprehend 5 he that hath not there under- 
flood, I fear will not here understand. 


For it reprefleth al! Symptoms of what kind fo 
ever, fuffereth none to.take Root, and admits no 
Putrefaction in frefh Wounds. Alfothe Extracti- 
onof this Powder, before Solution ismade by Spi- 
ritot Wine, effects the fame, and yields not us in- 
feriour to other Medicaments , which are admini- 
{tred againft internal Affects. 

I have often made mention of this Preparation 
in other of my Writings, alfoin this Treatife of 
Antimony, very largely ; becaufe I know how great 
Benefits and how great Secrets are latent in it. 
Therefore [ hope, no Difciple will be affected with 
tedioufnefs, by Reafon of Repetitions inmy Wri- 
tings, which I faithfully open and bring to Light. 
For whatfoever I write is not without Reafons | 
and my words areShort, but require much Confi- | 
deration, although often repeated. To the Igno- 
rant my Difcourfes contribute little underftanding, 
to Children and the unexperieneed little Profit ; | 
but tomy Difciples and Apoftles, much health and 
profperity. 

There remains another Extraction by a Cauftick 
Water, which Experience hath taught me in this 
manner.

Afterward take Hun- 
arian Antimony, grind it to a fine Powder, and 
having put it in a Cucurbit with a flat bottom, 
pour this Water thereon, and fet the Veflél in 
Heat.

This Powder muft firft be Extratted wé-h fivong Vinegar, which afterward 
absirach, and what rematus in the bottom edulcorate with distiled Water > again 
Extrat it with Spirit of wine, and absiralt the Spirit, and in the bottom will 
vemain a.Red Powder. Foyn this with the fixed Salt, which is made of the 
Feces, which remained after the Vinegar was ufed for Extraétion. Aad de- 
liver it to Vulcan for three Months Space, that it way no move flie from the 
Fire, but moft pleajngly Sport with and in the fame. If you perform this, you

The Caput mortuum which is left, being refoived 
in an Humid place, yields a Liquor fo fharp, as 10 
Aqua fortis may be compared with it in Sharpneis. 
But of thefe enough at thistime. For Imuft now 
{peak of a White Powder, which may alfo be pre- 
pared of Avtimony in this manner. 

Take pure Antimony, which is brought from 
Hungaria, ox found in like Mountainous Places; 
grind it to a fubtle Powder: take alfo the fame 
meafure of pure Salnitre, which hath been the 
third time diligently cleanfed. This Compofition 
burn ina new glazed Pot (which was never infe- 
éted with any Fatnefs) in a Circulatory Fire, not 
alltogether , but by parts, and at divers times. 
This way of Operating, Ancient Spagyriffs called 
Detonation , aVerm of Art to be learned by the 
Difciple of Art , as being not Common to every 
Ruftick, in his Artifice and Experience. 

This Operation being performed, grind the 
hard Matter, which remained in the Pot, to a fine 
Powder, aud upon it in another Glazed Pot pour 
common Water warm which when the Matter is 
{etled again repeat the Peuring on of Water {e- 
veral times, until all the Sclaitre be extracted +

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aitly, dry the remaining Matter, and with frefls 
Salnitre * as much as its own weight is, burn it a- 
Sain, and repeat the fame Operation the third) 


time.

Detonation with Nitre, and fo foon as you 
Shall have feparated the Salnitye from the Powder with pure Water, yex have 
the Powder of Ruland, with which that man effetied fo many Medicinal won- 
ders, whereby he got to himfelf fo great a Name, and fomuch wealth. which, 
of you prepare under a certain Consittution of Heaven (ast advifed, in pre= 
paring the Liver of Antimony) you will have fo much the better, by how much 
the more Red: for the colour isthe Soul thereof, the Effect ef which in Medi- 
cine, Ruland proved and commended 5 but he, neither exhausted its prayfes, nor 
did he perfwade the unexperienced , that fo great Virtues were latent in this 
Medicament. This Crocus of Metals (for fo it és called) isnot that, which 
ts publickly fold in Shops, upon eight Grains of which they pour Zi). of Wine, 
and althongh the Sick only drink that wine, without any other Powder, it of- 
tentimes works fo forcibly, upwards and downwards, as either way, fometimes 
both wayes, the life it (elf iffues out. But the ufeof thes cs thus. Take eight, 
nine, ten, or eleven Granos of this our Authors preparing the jot Time, accord- 
ang to the ftrength of the Sick, and all other Things co-éndicating ; pour on 
them three or four ounces of Wine 5 for it matters not much, whether you take 
more or Lefe of the wine. Sct the Mixture in B. M. for the (hace of four or five 
hours, and fo extract amoft Red Tincture from this Crocus of Metals (which 
zn an Infufion of the Crocus of the Shops cannot be extraéted ) this Wine, now 
ampreenated with the Sulphur of the Crocus, together with the more fubtle 
part of the Powder, which in ca iting off comes out, I give tothe § ick , and it 
purgeth kindly upwards and downwards withoat moleftation. Nor doth this 
Medicament only expel Humours, but (as is proper to Antimonials rightly pree 
pared) it firikes at the very Root of the Dileafe, and whatfoever in the Body zs 
corrupted and declined from its due fiate, that it amends and veStores. that 
wonderful Effects, this only Tnéture hath difcoverad to me, I forbear to mention, 
left I fhould be compelled to bring their evedit in Q )uestion, who have expercenced 
them. In this only believe me, whofoever thon art, that wouldeft ufe Chymical 
Medicaments y alwayes be fure to take the true Tinétures of Things, in which 
thes volatile Sulphur és abfconded 5 if you neglect this, you negieét your own 
“Fame and Gain, and the Health of the Sick. 


What remains after this third Operation grind 
to a fubtle Powder, ard on that pour the beft Spi- 
ete 
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sit of Wine; circulate the Mixture for one 


Month , in a Cucurbit or Circulatory diligently 
nine or ten times, fo often pouring on frefh Spirit. 
This being done, dry the Powder with gentle heat, 
and for one whole Day keep it red-hot in a Cruci- 
ble, fuch as Goldfmiths ule to melt their Metals 
in. Afterward refolve this Powder (ina moyft 
Place, upon a Stone or Glafs Table, orin Eggs boylL- 
ed toan hardnefs) into a Liquor, which fet in heat, 
again dry, and reduce to Powder. This Powder 
effects many egregious and wonderful Things , 
which cannot eafily be believed by Thofe, who 
have not proved the fame, * 


* If you bave believed, or experienced the Virtues of this Powder once de- 
tonated, you will not be a Thomas én this third Detonation. Set to your 
hand, touch and ufe this, and it will perform the fame, which true Diaphore- 


tick Antimony can, but with greater Security aod Efficacy. 


But it operates not fuddenly, it muft have time to 
exercife its Powers, and fhew its own Vertue, by 
the Teftimony of Experience, very admirable. 
Whofoever labours with internal Impofthumes, 
let him take of this white fixed Powder of Antimo- 
ny in the Spiritof Wine, or any other rich Wine, 
the fourth part of a Dram, five or fix times a Day, 
and he will find his internal Impofthume opened, 
and all the Coagulated Blood to be expelled by de- 
grees, without any peril of Life or Health. He, 
who is affliéted in his Body with the New Difeafe 
of Souldiers, if he ufe this Powder in the aforefaid 
manner, will alfo findthis Evil confumed through- 
out the whole Body, and by the fame expelled.

But I make too large a Progrefs in this open 
Field of Doétrine, in which the Ancient Hunters 
take their Larks, and the Young Ones prefently 
follow them with their Nets.For my Style(as all my 
Writings witnefs) hath a certain fingular purpe 
fed Method, like that of all Philofopers before tues! 
If any one think it ftrange, that I here propolé 
certain fingular Procefles, in which my Philofophy 
differs from other, let him be anfwered with’ this, 
that Philofophick Speech much differs from the 
Method of other mens Difcourfes; who nakedly 
and fincerely declare fome Procefs , without any 
Ambiguities or Cloudings of e4igma’s. There- 
fore, confider the difference, and accufe not me, 


gia 
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as if 1 had deviated from Order, in my Style of 
Philofophy , and of Preparations and Procelles. 
For ina Philofophick Difcourfe, it is behooful to 
learn and judge of what appertainsto the Vheory, 
but the Practice teacheth you the Inftruction of 
Procefles; therefore in them, true, fimple, clear 
and well grounded Words are to be ufed. 

Alfo , of Antimony is made a Balfom, againft 
grievous Difeafes very profitable 5. yet not of 
Crude Antimony, but of the Regulus thereof, 
whence may be made living Aercury , in the fol- 
lowing manuer. 

Take of the belt Hungarian Antimony, and crude 
* Tartar equal parts, and of Salnitre half a part ; 
grind them well together, and afterward flux them 
in aWind-Fornace; pour out the flowing Matter 
intoa Cone, and therelet it cool; then you will 
find the Regul, which thrice or oftner purge by 
Fire, with Tartar and Nitre, and it will be bright 
and white, fhining like Cupellate Silver, which hath 
fulminated and overcome all its Lead. 


+ what I advifed-to in the Preparation of Liver of Antimony & here to be 
repeated 5 inStead of Crude Tartar take Salt of Tartar, by which the Operation 
will fooner and better proceed. Salnitre here is unprofitable. Toerefore, take 
of Antimony and Salt of Tartar, of each equal parts, melt them and make a 
Regulus, according to the Rule here given by Bafilius. If you calf away the 
Glaf(as all men for the moft part do) you wik do cll. Ford, of that prepare 
a very profitable Medicament in this manner. I grind this Gla in an hot 
Mortar, taking heed it contract no Hamidity from the Air, which may eafily 
be prevented , and having put it in a Phial, pour Alcobol of Wine thereon, 
and thence extract a moft beautiful Tinéture, in Colour ved like Blood. ‘This 
Tinkkure is amoskexcellent Cordial, if thirty, forty or fifty Drops of tt be taken 
in convenient Liguor, and that, if you will, twice or thrice a day; for it is 
taken with fafety, and recreates ehe whole Man, | 


Grind this Regulus to a fubtle Powder, and hav- 
ing put it into.a Glals, pour it on Oylof Juniper, 
of Spiritof Turpentine, whichcomesforth in the

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firft Diftillation, and is pure as Fountain Water s 
keep the Veflel well clofed, ina fubtle heat of B. 
MM. and the Oyl of Juniper, or Spirit of Turpen- 
tine, will become red as Blood , which pour off, |) 


and rectifie with Spirit of Wine. This is endua.)y 
ed with the fame Virtues, as Balfom of Sulphur, as; ite 


I fhall then fhew, when I write of Sulphur, becaufe 
they require one and the fame Preparation. 

Of this Balfom only three or four Drops, taken 
thrice ina Week with hot Wine, heal the Difeafes 
of the Lungs, cure the frequent Cough, and A/th- 
ma, alfo they are conducent inthe Vertigo, prick. 
ings of the Sides and in diuturnal Coughs, 

Alfo many Oyls may be prepared of Antimony, 
{ome per fe and without Addition, and many others 
by Addition. Yet they are not endued with the 
fame Virtues, but each enjoys its own, according 
to the Diverfity of its Preparation. Of which I 
now give you this Similitude. There are many 
Kinds of Animals, which live only in the Earth, as 
are many Creeping Things, Worms and Serpents; 
alfo others, fome of which are new kinds, which 
before were not, and thefe alfo proceed from Pu- 
trefaction of the Earth. Some inhabit the Wa- 
ters , as all Kinds of Fifhes; others fic through 
the Air, asevery kind of Flying Things, and Birds ; 
fome alfo are nourifhed in the Fire, as the Sala- 
mander. And befides thefe, in the more hot Re- 
gions and Iflands, are found many other Animals, 
which to thefe Nations are unknown, which pro- 
long their Life by the Solar Heat, and which die 
fo foonas brought into another Air. So Aytimo- 
ay , when prepared by the Addition of Water, 
allumes another Nature and Complexion for Ope- 
rating , then when prepared by Fire only. And 
although every Preparation of it ought to be 
made by Fire, without which the Virtue of it can- 
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not be manifefted: yet confider, that the Additi- 
on of Earth gives:it wholly another Nature, than 
the Addition of Water. So alfo when Amimony 
is fablimed in Fire through the Air, and further 
prepared, another Virtue, other Powers, and ano- 
ther Operation follow , than in the Preparations 
already defcribed. Therefore the Oyl of Auti- 
mony, per fe, without addition , and the true Sul- 
phar thereof are prepared after this Method. 
Take crude Hungarian Antimony, put that ground 
to a fubtle Powder, ito a Glafs Cucurbit with a 
fat bottom: and pour thereon the true Vinegar 
of Philofophers rendred more acid. with its own 
Salt. Then fet the Cucurbie firmly clofed in Horfe- 
dung, or B.A4. to putrefie the matter for forty 
Days, in which time the Body refolves it felf, and 
the Vinegar contracts a Colour red as Blood. 
Pour off the Vinegar , and pour on frefh, anddo 
this fo often, as until the Vinegar cai no more be 
tinged. This being done, filtre alltthe Vinegar 
through Paper, and again fet it, put into a clean 
Glafs firmly clofed again in Horfe-dung , or B. AZ. 
as before, that it may putrefie for forty Days; in 
which time the Body agaimrefolves it felf, and the 
Matter in the Glafs becomes as black as Calean- 
thum , or Shoomakers Ink. When: you have this 
Sign, then true Solution 1s made, by which the fur- 
ther Separation of Elements is procured. Put 
this black matter into another Cucurbit, to which 
apply an Alembick, and diftiloff the Vinegar with 
moderate Fire ; then the Vinegar pafleth out 
clear; and in the bottom a fordid matter remains 5 
rind that to afubtle Powder, and edulcorate it 
with diftilled Rain Water, then dry it with gentle

Books of all Chymiftsare filled, which x involved in fo many Fables, complis 
cated in fo many Riddles, and explicated with fo many obfcure Commentaries , 
that is,which in all the world is defired by Fools, fought by the Sons of Art, and 
found by the wife. This Bafilius reveals, this he repeats, this he inculcates 3 
this is his Triumphant Chariot , which he astt were carries about, and oftem 
floews in the v arious Parts of bis writings. Before in this Treatife, he prefents 
it under the Name of an Extraction of Crude Antimony, here tt is Oyl of An- 
timony,foon after tt zs converted into'aStone, which is called the Stone of Fire. 
Thus this Proteus often offers it felf, always various, yet always the fame in 
Subftance. Compare all thefe Proceffes, which ave fo often diverfly propounded, 
with thele my Commentaries made upon the Extraétien of Crude Antimony, 
and you will have the Work compleat in all its Numbers 5 you will have a Trea 
fure, in which, if you know not what you have, I emit you to Abfop's Dunghil- 
Cock, who found a Gem in the Dunghil, but knew not whathe had.  Confider 
diligently , O Lover of Chymiftry, and you will find that no man hath dealt 
more clearly and fincerely with Thee, than Bafilius, and me after bim, who (bew 
thee whexe the Harellies, which fo many Others have hunted in vain. If now 
you be not here wift,you will not be healed with three Anticyra’s. Therefore £ 
will add nothing, lestI make Fools mad, who now indeed are wife. 


This Oyl is of a fingular and incredible Sweet- 
nefs, with which no other thing may be compared, 
itis grateful inthe Ufe, and all Corrofivenets is fe- 
parated from it. No man can by Cogitation 
judge, by Underftanding comprehend, what incre- 
dible Effects , potent Powers, and profitable Vir- 
tues are inthis Royal Oyl.: Therefore, to this 
Sulphur of Antimony, \ have givenno other Name, 
than my. Balfom of Life , becaufe it effects very 
much, by the Grace of GO D, inthofe, inwhom 
wasno help tobe hoped for, but by the Mercy of 
GOD, and nothing remained but a moft certain 
expectation of changing Life with Death; as my 
Brethren can witnefs hath been often done.

Ah Good GOD, what moves me to fpeak, 
write, and invent many Things! For I fuppofe I 
fhall find few among the Doffors, who will give 
abfolute Credit to thefe my Writings , which I 
have declared faithfully, inftead of a Teftament, 
to my Difciples, Apoftles , and Followers; but 
Others, who before knew thefe wonderful Effects, 
and have often in Truth experienced thefé Vir-

But confider, here is requi- 
reda fufficient time , and repetition of the Labour 
often, before youcan obtain that. This Red Pre- 
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cipitate take out, grind it to a fubtle Powdes, 
which {pred upon a flat and clean Stone; fet in a 
cold moift Place and there let it remain for fix 
Months; at length the Precipitate begins to re- 
folve it felf into.ared and pure Liquor, and the 
Feces or Earth is feparated fromit. The Salt of 
“Antimony, \ fay, only resolves it felf into Liquor, 
which filter, and put into a Cucarbit, that it may 
be condenfed by extraction of the phlegm; and 
again fet it in 4 moyft place, then will it yield you 
fair Cryftals. Separate thefe from their phlegm, 
and they will be pellucid, mixt wiitha red Colour ; 
but when again purified become white.. Then ds 
made the true Salt * of Aitimony, as Lhave often 
prepared it.

Firft a white Spirit comies off, after- 
ward a red Spirit, which alfo refolves it {elf into 
white. Rectifie this Spirit genily and fubtily in 
a dry or moyft Baines , and fo you will have ano- 
ther white Oy] diftilled from the Salt of Ayrimony: 
This Oyl, but why.do Icallic Oyl? this Spirit, I 
fhould rather fay , fince the Salt is diftilled in 4 
Spiritual manner, in Quartaris and other Feavers 
often manifefts its Virtues, andis very conducent 
in breakirig the Stone of the Bladder; it provokes 
Urine, .and is profitable in the Gout. Outwardly 
applied to old corrofive Wounds, which have their 
Operation from Adars, it purifies them. Alfo, 
this Spirit of the Salt of Ayrimony purifies the 
whole Blood, as theSalt of Gold doth.

driven hither and thither by the Winds, give heed fj, 


to the Point of your Compafs, and undoubtedly 
you will reap prefit, and not bring home your 
Ship , fwiftly returning, withqut great Gain of 
Mercharidize. 

But why dol treat of many things, or {pend 
time unprofitably (as tatling Sophifters are wont 
to do) in beating out the empty Chaff? I am de- 
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ceived ; 1 do not unprofitably fpend my time, 
for all the Words in my Writings are of ufe, and 
in them are found few empty Letters, which con- 
tain not fome Utility together with a profitable 
{nftruction, fo that the time | fpend in Writing 
will rather bea Recreation, than a Burthen to me, 
Therefore now, after the manner of Fencers, I will 
ftep back one pace, and into the Chymical Labora- 
tory infer anew Doétrine of External Things, 
viz, fhew, that Antimony is of fuch a Nature, as 
may be prepared fo, asto yield prefent help in Me- 
dicine pertinent to.

This Powder grind 
fubtily, and refolve it into aLiquor, upon a Mar- 
ble Stone; and you will have a red fhining Balfom 
for Wounds , which far excels very many other 
Balfoms. Its Ufe * is principally in Wounds, 
which have been a long time open, and in the 
Cure of which the Doétors with their Plaifters , 
Unguents , Oyls and Ligaments could effect no- 

thing: 
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thing-:- but with very great Difgrace they at 
length take. off the Horfe’s Bridle and Saddle, and 
return himto the Stable, whence they had him. 


* A wife General of an Army fo difpofeth his Souldiersia time of Fighting, 
that tn the beginning of the Battle, the good and ftrong Souldiers fiehtyand in 
the End of the fame the beft and moft firong come'to deal with the Enemy; but 
(uch as are not powerful enough, for the firft and laft Encounter,én Arms ov 
Sirength,lare by bim placed. in the midjt, that they may take Example of fighting 
from the Former,and hope of help and Victory from the Later.

My Form of Speaking Savours of Simplicity ;

it felf feems to require. Such amanasI,astothe

When old Wounds can in no wife be healed, 
then ufethis Qyl. For it is ftrong, potent and pe- 
netrative: and lays a good Ground (even as Oyl of 
Vitriol doth) for furure Sanation.

Drops of this inwardly taken 
with Spirit of Wine againft the Phthifick of 
the Lungs; but outwardly, if it firft be anointed, 
and a Stiptick Playfter applyed,againft all Wounds 
ftinking, and tending to putrefaction, and fo will 
find it to be the moft certain Remedy of all 
Wounds. 

Again another Oyl of Antimony againft all 
corroding Wounds very profitable, is this way 
made. 

Take of Antimony tb. j. Common Salt dryed, 
1b. 3. Tiles broken; fb. v. Grind all together, 
and put them into a Retort, whence diftila Yellow 
Oyl. When all the Spirits are come forth, put 
the Matter in another Glafs, and from it extract 
the Plegm, and aPouder will remain, which in 
an humid place fpread upona ftone, and you will 
have an Humid Balfom, which is a fingular Remedy 
in all Verminant Wounds, and in the Cancer, 
whichhath being cheifly inthe Face of a Man, and 
in the Breafts of aWoman. Much more might be 
written of this Balfom, did J not fear, that every 
unskillful Man, and the Rabble of Sophifters 
would fall foul on me, and fay I {peak too largely, 
and commit more to writing,then Experience hath 
taughtme; andfo that lboaft only of Speculati- 
ons, and mere Imaginations. 

Morcover, another Oyl is made in this manner. 

Sublime one part of Amimony, with afourth 
part of Sal Armoniack, with fubtile Fire. The Salt 
carryesup the Sulphur of Axtimony, red as Blood.

Alfo, Sulphur of Aztimony is prepared in ano- 
ther Manner. 

Grind Axtimony to afine Pouder, which boyl 
for two hours or alittle longer, in a fharp Lixt- 
vium made of the Afhes of Beech-wood. When 
boyled, filter the Astimony clear, and poor Vinegar 
upon the filtred Liquor, and then the Sulphur wall 
fettle to the bottom wholly red. Pour off the 
Phlegm and gently dry the Pouder. Dultl this 
Pouder with the Vinegar of Wine; extract the 
Tindture, and do as you did with the former Sul- 
phur. Toreducethefame into an Oy] by Diftil- 
ling,is worth your wkile: Althoughthe Oyl above 
mentioned hath greater Virtues, becaufe its Body, 
by the Sal Armoniack,in the beginning of the Sub- 
limation was better diflolved and opened. 

There yet remain many things to be written of 
Antimony, and efpecially Vhree, neceflary to be 
known by the Spagyrick Phyfitian and Philofopher, 
viz, the Preparation of Vinegar, which is made of 
its Minera; and then the Philofophick Signate 
Star, which is not to be omitted; and laftly the Lead 
of Philofophers, of which we hall fpeak fomewhat, 
touching which Many have imagined Great 
Things, andthought (intheir way of Reafoning, 
and Speculation ) to prepare the true and fyncere 
Mercury of Philofophers ofit; which indeed can- 
not be done, fince fo great Efficacy is not from a- 
bove wfited in Axtimony, as that in it can exift that 
Mercury,or of itbe prepared. That Mercury is 

the firft Es, or firft Water of Metalls, whichis 
perfect , otherwife the Great Stone of the ancient 
Wile Men could notbe madeof it, That firft 
K 2 Eis, 
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Ens, \ fay, and the Seeds thereof, are found in a- 
nother Mineral, in which the Operation (according 
to the Genius of Metalls ) is greater, then in Aatt- 
mony. Yet this fupplyes us with a certain Parti- 
cular, and moft profitable Operation , and befides 
init you may find whatfoever appertains to in- 
ternal and external Medicine. For it is the Column 
of ever Shop of Apothecaries ,if duely prepared, as 
J oftenadmonifh; nor is any thing wanting in it, 
provided the Artift hath learned well to diftinguith 
the Difpofition of Metalls and Minerals, and ‘dili- 
gently obferves both the Preparation and Ufe of 
Antimony, becaufethen, and not before, follows 
aperfect Judgement of it. Therefore I will ftand 
to my Promife, and comfort my Difciples, accor- 
ding te their With, by fatisfying and inftructing 
them,which way the Separation of Good from Evil 
may be known to thet, and giving Information 
touching the Vinegar of Philofophers, which is 
made of Antimony.

This Vinegar Cools vehemently, not ascom- 
mon Vinegar, but with great Admiration, and cer- 
tain Exper rience, efpecially for aflwaging the Gan- 
grene produced from Gunponder; alfo it healso- 
ther enraged Wounds and Members, when joyned 
with the Soulof Saturn, wrought up into an Un- 
suent, and applyed outwardly. And mixt with 
Water of Endive, to which Salt: prumella is added, 
it confumes the-Squinancy, and ‘extinguifhe eth its 
Brea Heat: befides, it aflwageth the Motion of 
the Bloud infla med.

Which Ignorance undoubted 
ly redounds to the Reproach und Ignomiay of our kind, becaufe We Men, among 
fo many other Animals, only endued with Reafon, and a Faculty of Dif- 
courfing, are burryed with fo great zmpetuoufne[s,to that wicked and abominag 
ble Defire of Gain, as {carcely any Man hath leifure to fearch out the Wonders, 
which the Author of Nature hath gnfited im his Creatures. But I am unwilling 
to repeat this Reprehenfion fo often (poken of by Valentine 5 I do only call it ta 
mind. This Mineral, in which lies hid fo admirable a Spirit, that by Exe 
bauSting it cannot be exhaufted, hath alfo Virtues, which by xo man ftudying 
can be {uffictently known. What I have tryed, out of the way of Chymiftry and 
Medicine, are frm 5 yet Expersence bath taught me fo much, as Yyndge Anti- 
mony Za other things will fhew ct felf no lefs admirable, then in Chymiftry and 
Medicine. 

Yet what I think of ,charatters and Signatures, which the Author faith may 
be made under a Concourfe of certain Conftellations, I hall not bere difcovere 
It fufficeth me, that I can fay, that among al Metals and Minerals, there is not 
any Subjtance known, which contains fo much of a Coleftial Spirit, and hath fa 
great Sympathy with the Stars, as Antimony. Weigh this, with all that I 
have before fard of Antimony, but not negligently, and Haften to the’ Stones 
which ws called the Stone of Fire. 


But fince thefe things concern not Medicine, nor 
appertain to my Order, Rule, and Calling, I reft 
well fatisfied in my Vocation, and commend 
the to the Handling of Others, who know then

periors upon Inferiors. "Therefore let Bafilius fo holily affirming, and fo often 
epealy declaring zt to Men, be credited by thofe, who, the true Light bezng not 
yet rifen uponthem, do by feeling without fight practice Chymifiry. 


And having fearched into Things, [ found, that 
whatfoever the Ancient Mafters had fo many Ages 
fince committed to Writing, and delivered to their 
Difciples, who earneftly defired to be the true 

i | Imitators 
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imitators ofthem, was (asI may fay) more true 
than ‘Truth it felf.W herefore,as is fit, | give prayfe 
and: thanksto my Lord and Heavenly Father, tor 
his incamprehentible Works. 

In very deed (that I may expound the matter in 
few Words .) I foundall Things, which are genera- 
ted in the Bowels of Mountains, to be infufed from 
the Superior Stars, and take their beginning from 
them, in the form of an aqueous Cloud, Fume or 
Vapour, which for avery long time fed and 
nourifhed by the Stars, is at length educted toa 
tangible form by the Elements. Moreover, this 
Vapor is dryed, that the Watrinefs may lofe its 
Dominion, and the Fire next, by help of the Air, 
retainthe Ruling Power. Of Water Fire,and of 
Fire-and Air Earth is produced: which not- 
withftanding are found inall things confifting of 
Body, before the Separationof them. Therefore 
this, vz. Water is the firft Matter * ofallthings, 
which by the Drynefs of Fire and Air is for- 
med into Earth. 


* Thisis anold Song,thisis the Sum of Art 5 from this Imétation of Nature 
as found the leffer Stone of Five, from this it is made, whenfoever it is prepareds 
from the Same alfo the great Philofophich Stone devives its Original. This is 
the water of Anaxagoras, the Fire of Empedocles, and Arjf{totle’s fir ft Master, 
of which all things have been, and to this Day ave made. which is clearly evi- 
dent in the Nutrition of Man, the Growth of aTree, and in the Generation of 
Metalls, For that, *which conftitutes Flelh, Woods, and Metalls, is not taken 
from Food, Rain or. Earth, but. és infufed into them from elfwbere. That very 
Thing is the Aliment, which nourifheth all things, but that it may befovarioufly 
fpectficate, ct-muft be {eparated from that Body, in which it dwells, and be joy- 
ned to another 4 vabich by the Chymical Art és performed. 


But now fince my Intention is to defcribe the

La. this. my purpofey I pray, O Spirit of Heaven 
luminate me, that I may give a true and fyncere 
Infiruilion, vit. according as is fit for me, and 
the matter it felf permits. Indeed I have hopes of 
Eternal Abfolution from this my Supream confef- 
for» who from Erermty poffeffeth the Throne of 
Mercy, and will give Teftimony of all Things, 
when the Decretory Sentence {hall be pronounced 
upon all Men,in the laft Fudzement, without any 
appeal. 

Therefore firft know and confider, that the 
True Tincture of Antimony, which ts the Medicine 
of Menand Metalls, is not madeofcrude and mek 
ted Antimony, as itis fold by Merchants and Apo- 
thecaries, but extracted fromthe Minera, as it is 
takenout of the Mountains, and before it is for- 
med into Glafs..

Yet theStone of Fire tingeth not univerfally,as 
the Stone * of Philofophers, which is made of the 
Effence of Gold it felf. To thisno. fuch power is 
Ziven, asthat it fhould perform fuch things, but it 
tingeth particularly, viz, Silver into Gold, Tin 
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dlfo and Lead; but Ades and Menus it toucheth 
not, nor do they yield more, then from them by 
Separation may be cflected.

Moreover, one part of it can tinge no more, then 
five parts of Me tall, foas to periitt inthe Tryal of 
Satura and Ap ntLmony 5 W whereas, on the contré ALY » 
the Great Stone of Philofophers can tran{mute te 
infinity. Alfo in augmentation it cannot be fo 
far exalted; yet the Gold is pure and folid.

But all other Things, by what 
name foever called, all Stones ( whether pretious 
or common) I touch not now, nor have | any In. 
tention to write or fpeak any thing of themat this 
time; becaufe they contain in themfelves noo- 
ther Virtues, then what appertain to Medicine. 
Nor fhall here make mention of Animal or Vege- 
table Stones; becaufe theyare only conducent to 
Medicine ; but for Metallick Works unprofitable 
and voyd ofall Virtue.

Am- 
mals require their Matter, Vegetables theirs, and 
Mineralls theirs. Only confider and before all 
things obfervethis; vz.thatno Body can be pro- 
fitable forany Stone,without Fermentation, which 
I find inthe end of the Work (1 mean as to the 
Preparation ofthe Great Stone) cannot be omit- 
ted, if |would convert Metalls with gain ; for al- 
though in the Beginning a Corporal form, and 
corporal Entity, vilibleandtangible istaken, yet 
from that formal Body muft be extracteda cer- 
tain Spiritual and Celeftial Entity (shail 1 callit ) 
or Apparency; for I findno other more fit name 
to give it: which Entity was by the Stars, before 
infufed into that Body, and by the Elements conco- 
éted andmade perfect.

Will 
you have an Emblem, orExample? Behold here it 
is Of Man and Woman. Ifthey two be inflamed 
with Mutual Love, neither Delay, nor Reft i is ad- 
ese, until they be united, and their Defire ‘is fa- 

tisfyed : after this Union they reft, and-are mul- 

tiplyed, according to the good pleafure of GOD, 
and the promife of his Blefling. 

Man lives obnoxious to many and perillous 
Difeafes, fome of which debilitate and confume the

Love leaves noth ing intire, or found in 
the Man, it impedes his Sleep, he cannot reft e1- 
ther Night or Day ; it takes off his Appetite, that 
he hath no difpofition either to Meat Drink, by 
reafon of the continual Torments of his Heart and 
Mind. It cou him of all Providence ; hence 
heneglects his Affairs, Vocation,and ules he 
minds neither Labour, Study nor Prayer; calts 
away all thoughts of any Thing! but the Body belo- 
chin is his ftudy} this his moft vain .Occupa- 
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tion. If to Lovers the Succefs be not anfwerable 
to their With, or fo foonand profperonfly as they 
defire, how many Melancholies hence arife, witit 
griefs and fadneffes , with whichthey pine away 
and wax fo Jean,as they have fcarcely any Flefh clea-" 
ving to the Bones; yea, at length they loofe the 
Life it felf, as may be proved by many Examples!

But of thefe enough; for it becomes not a Re- 
ligious Manto infifttoo long upon thefe Cogitati- 
ons, or to give place to fuch a flame in his heart. 
Hitherto (without Boafting I {peak it) {have 
throughout the whole courfe of my Life kept my 
{elf fate and free from it, and I pray and invoke 
GO D to vouchfafe me his Grace, that 1 may keep 
holy and inviolate the Faith, which I have Sworn, 
and live contented with my Spiritual Spoufe, the 
Holy Catholick Church.

This Stone is of a'penetrable and fiery 
Nature, 1s cocted and brought to Maturity by fire, 
no otherwife, then all other Things, whith are 
found in this Orb; which notwithitanding as they 
are of a divers Nature, fo they in divers man- 
Hers obtain that, according as the Nature of 

Things fupplies with divers Fires. 
Thefirft Fire is Celefial, by GOD kindled in 
our 
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our Hearts, by which being inflamed we are moved 
with Love andacertain confidence in andof GO’ D 
our Creator, of the Moft Holy and Incomprehen- 
fible Tviaity,and of the Mercy ,Grace of our Saviour 
¥ESUS CHRIST. which Confidence kin: 
dled in Usby Love, never fails, never deferts usin 
our Neceflities, but will moft certainly deliver 
our Souls from everlafting deftruction. The fe- 
cond Fire is Elemental, produced by the Sun, and 
tends to the Ripening of all things inthe Macro- 
coim. Thethird Fire is corporal, with which all 
Foods and Medicines are cocted and prepared, 
without which Men can neither obtaim Health of 
Body, nor fuftentation of Life. Of a fourth Fire 
mention is miade in the Sacred Scriptures, wz. 
that, which before the Supream Judgment of G OD 
fhall confume this vifible World : but what Fire is, 
and how it fhall operate, that (if we be wife) we 
muit leave to be judged of by his own Supream 
Majefty. A fifth Fire is alfofpoken of in Holy- 
Writ, viz. Eternal Fire, in which never to have 
end, the Divels fhallnever be fet at liberty fronr 
their Infernal Prifon, and wicked Men, thei: Com- 
panions, adjudged tothofe Eternal Fires, fhall be 
vexed, punifhed and miferably tormented‘for ever : 
from which I pray the Omnipotent and merciful 
Lord to preferve us. Herelwould admonifli ali 
and every Creature endued with Reafon, by tlicir 
Prayers to beg that Grace and Mercy fromthe Om- 
nipotent, that they may fo conform their Life to 
the Divine Precepts, andtheir own Duty, as that 
they may efcape this Fire, and it’s Eternal Tor- 
ments. 

Our ftone of Fire (whichis to be noted) muff 
be cocted and ripened with Corporal Fire in the 
Microcofin, as all other Medicines and Foodsare 
prepared by the fame. For where the great Fire 
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of the Macrocofm ceafeth from it’s Operation, 
there the Microcofm begins to produceanew Ge- 
neration, therefore this Concociion fhould feem 
itrange to no Man. Corn is augmented and ri- 
yened by the Elementary Fire of the Macrocofin; 
te by the Corporal Fire of the Microcofm anew 
Coction and maturation is effected, that man may 
ufe and enjoy that Divine Gift for his fuften- 
tation, -and. by the fame perfect the Laft and 
the Leaft, which is produced of the Firft and the 
Greatelt. 

The true Oyl of Amimony, of which the faid 
{tone of Fire is made, is above meafure fweet,. and 
fram it’s earth isin fuch wife purged and feparated, 
as if a Glafs full of it be expofed totheSun, it 
cafts forth various and wonderful Rays (as if many 
fery Speculums were there prefent.) refembling a 
Ruby, and other Colours. Now attend O Lover 
of Artand Truth, and hear what! fhall teach. 

Take in the Name of the Lord, of the AGizera 
Of Antimony, which grew after the Rif 
sun, and Salt Nitre, of each equal. Par 
them fubtily and mix them; burn the: 
with.a moderate Fire very artificially and warily ; 
for inthis the principal Part of the Work confifts, 
Then you will have a matter inclining to Black- 
nefs. - Of this matter make Glafs, grind that Glafs 
to a fubtile Pouder, and extract from it anhigh red 
Yinéture with fharp diftilled Vinegar, which is 
made of it’s proper AGwera.. Abftract the Vine- 
gar in B. M. and a Pouder * will remain, which 
again extract with Spirit of Wine highly recti- 
fyed, then fome feces will be put down, and you 
will have a_fair; red, fweet. Extraction, whichis of 
great Ufe in Medicine. This isthe pure Sulphur 
of Antimony, which muft be feparated as exactly as

ons as we fiall hereafter make appear. And though 
hey are different in their expretlions, yet are they 
not any way diicordant one from another, but 
ayming all at one end, and fpeaking of the fame 
thing, they have thought fit (above all the reft ) 
to name the proper Acent, by aterm, ftrange, nay 







fometimes contrary to its nature and qualities, 


Know then, my Son, that almighty God toge- 
ther with this Univerfe, created two Stones, that is 
tofay, the White and the Red, both which are un- 
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der one and the fame fubject, and afterwards mul- 
tiplied infuch abundance,that every one may take 
asmuchashe pleafethereof. “The matter ofthem 
is offuch akind, that it feemsto bea mean between 
Metal and Mercury, and is partly fixed and partly 
not fixed, otherwife it could not be a mean be- 
twixt Aétalls and Mercury: and this matter is the 
inftrument whereby our defire is accomplifhed, if 
we do but prepareit. Hence it comes that thofe 
who beftow their endeavours in this Art without 
the faid medium, loofe theit labour, but if they are 
acquainted with the Adedium , they fhall find all 
things feafible and fortunate. Know then that 
this A@ediam, being aerial, is found among the ce- 
leftial Bodies, and that it is onely there are found 
the Mafculine and Feminine Gender, ( to fpeak 
properly ) having a conftant, ftrong, fixed and 
permanent Virtue, of the eflence whereof (as I have 
told thee’) Philofophers have exprefled themfelves 
only by Similitudes and Figures. This they did, 
that the {cience might not be difcovered by the 
tgnorant, whichif it fhould once happen, all were 
loft: but that it might be comprehended only by 
thofe patient fouls, and fubtilized underftandings, , 
which being fequeftred from the foylinefs of this 
world, are deanfed from the filth of that terrene 
dunghil of Avarice, whereby the ignorant are 
chained to the earthinefs of this World, which is - 
( without this admirable quinteflence ) the recep- 
tacleof poverty; it being certain, that thofe di- 
vine fouls , when they have div’d into Democritus’s 
Fountain, that isto fay, into the truth of Nature, 
would foon difcover what confufion might happen 
in all eftates and conditions, if every one could 
make asmuch Gold as he would himfelf. Upon 
this ground was it that they were pleafed to {peak 
by figurés, types, andanalogies,that fo they might 
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not be underftood but by fuch as are difcreet, re- 
ligious, and enlightned by ( divine ) Wifdome. 
All which notwithftanding, they have left in their 
writings a certain method, way and rule, by the 
alliftance whereof the wife man may comprehend 
whatever they have written moft ob{curely, and 
in time arrive at the knowledge of it, though haply 
wading through fome error, as I have done,praifed 
be God for it. And whereas the Vulgar ignorant 
perfon ought to fubmit tothefe reafons, and confe- 
quently adore, what is too great, to enter into his 
Brain; he onthe contrary accufes the Philofophers 
of impofture and impiety, by which means, and the 


»i| > {carcity of wife men, the Art fallsinto contempt. 


But for my part, I tell thee, they have always 
exprefled themfelves accordixg to certain Truth, 
though very cbf{curely, and fometimes fabuloufly, 
all which I have difcipher’d in this little Treatife,and 
that after fuch a manner that the earneft defirer of 
Science fhall underftand what hath been myftically 
delivered by the Philofophers. And yet if he pre- 
tend to underftand meand know not the nature of 
the Elements and things created, as alfo our rich 
Metal, he doth but lofe his Labour: but if he une 
deritand the Concord and Difcord of Natures, he 
will by God’s afliftance arrive to the reft? Itis 
trerefore my fuit to God, that he who shall under- 
{tand the prefent Secret may work to the glory and 
praife of the facred Divinity: 

Know then my dear Son, that the ignorant man 
cannot comprehend the fecret of the Art, becaufe 
it depends upon the Knowledge of the true Body, 
which is hidden fromhim. Know then, my Son, 
pure andimpure, the clean and unclean Natures, for 
there cannot come from any thing that which it 
hathnot. Forthings, that are not or have not, can- 
not give but their own Nature: make ufe then of 
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that which isi moft perfect and neareft in kind, 
thou fhaltineet wath, and it fhali fuffice. Avoid 
then that whichis »méxt, andtake tiie fimple, for that 
proceeds from the Quint effence. Note that we 
have two. bodies of very great perfection, full of 
Mercury: Out of thefe extract thy Azercuzy,and of 
that tah fhale make the A<dscine, called by fome 
Quinteffence, which isa Vertue or power that is im- 
perilhable, permanent, and perpetually victorious, 
nay it isa clear Light, which fheds true goodnefs 
intoevery foul that hath once tatted of it. itis 
the’ knot and link ofalithe Elements, which it con- 
tains in it felf, as being alfo the Spirit which nou- 
rifheth all things, and by the afliftance whereof Na- 
ture works in “the Univ erfe. Itis the force, the 
beginning and erd of the whole work, and to lay 
all open to thee inaword, know, thatthe Quintef- 
fenceand tke hidden thing of our Stone is nothing 
elfe then our vifcous, celeftial and glorious Sou! 
drawn by our Mapiftery out of its Mine, which en- 
genders oe aan ass it 1s not paps for us te 
inake that water by Art UE Nate alone begets it, 
and that {st is the w2 off flea. pV inegar BE hmakes 
Goldto be a pure { pirit, nay it enhatt fi ad Nature 
whiche engenders ail things, which t! rough its pu- 
trefactionis become a Tri-unity, and by reafon of 
its Virid) a caulesan appearance of divers colours. 
And Fadviie thee, my Son, make no acco: unt of bee!

Decoctit 
ly y by littic aad Little, until it have char. ged its 
alo our jnio Dae ct, and heve a great cate at 
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Concerning the Philofophers Storie. 
the beginning that thou burn not its Flowers and 
its vivacity,and make not too much haft to come to 
anend of thy work. Shut thy Veilel weil, that 
Waat is within may not breath out,and fo thou mayft 
brifig it to fome effect. And note,that to diffolve, 
to'calcine, tO tinge, tO whiten, tO renew, to bal b, to 
walh,to coagulate,to imbibe, to decott, to fix, to grind, 
to dry, and to d: til, are allone, and fignify no. more 
then to concoét Nature,until fuchtime as it be per- 
fect. Note further that to extract the foul, or 
the fpirit, or the body, is nothing elfe then the 
abovefaid Calcinations, in regard they fignify the 
operation of Venws. It is therefore through the 
fire of the excraétion of the foul that the fpirit 
comes forth gently, underftand me. The fame 
may alfo be faid of the extraction of the foul out of 
the Body, andthe reduction of it afterwards upon 
the fame Body, sila the whole be drawn toa com- 
mixtion of all the four Ele ments. And fo that 
which 18 Below, i is like that which is above, and 
confequently there are ma de therein two-lumina- 
rie $, the One fixt che other Not, whereof the fix’d 
remains below, and the volatile ¢ above, moving it 
felf perpetually,until that which is below,which is 
the male, getupon the female, and all be fixed, and, 
then iffues out an inco mparable Luminary. And 
as inthe beginning, there was onely one, {o in this 
Matter, all proceeds from one and returns to one, 
which is called a converfion ofthe Elements, and 
to convert the Elements, is as muchas toma ke the 
humid dry, atid the volatile fixed, that fo that 
which is thick may be made thi MB, ain 1 weaken the 
thing that fixeth the rel tr, the fixative part: of the 
thing remaining intire. “Thus happens the life and 
death of the Elements, which compof'd germunate 
aad produce, aad fo one thing perf. és another, 
and ailufts it to opy ofe tie Fire.

A AY Son it is neceflary that thou work weh 
the Mdereury of the Philofopbers and the vewle, 
which is not the Vulgar, nor hath any thing of the 
Vulgar, but, according to them, is the frft Matter, 
the Soul of the World, the. cold Element, the bleffed 
Water ,the Water of the Wife, the Venemous. Water, the 
mot {harp Vinegar. the Mineral Water, the Water of 
celeftial vrace, the Virgin Milk, our Mineral and cor- 
poreal Mercury. For this alone perfects both the 
ftones,the Whiteandthe Red. Confider what Geber 
fayes, that our Art confifts not in the multitude of 
feveral things, becaufe the Mercury is but one only 
thing, that isto fay, one only Stone wherein: con- 
fifts the whole Magiftery; to which thou fhalt not 
add any ftrange thing, fave that in the preparation 
thereofthowhalt take away from it whatwever is 
fuperfluous, by reafon that inthis matter, all things 
requifite to this Art are contained. And therefore 
itis very obfervable that he faies, we muft add no- 
thing that is {trange, fave the Sun and Moon for the 
red and white Tincture,which are not ftrange to 
it} but are its Ferment, by which the work-is ac- 
ceomplifhed. Laitly, mark my Son, that thefe Suns: 
and Moons are not the fame with the Vulgar Gold 
and Silver, for that our Suns and Moons are bet- 
ter in their nature then the Vulgar Suns and Moons. 
For our Sunsand Moons are in their nature living, 
andthofe ofthe Vulgar are dead incomparifon of 
ours,which are exiftent and permanent in our Stone. 
Whence thon maift obferve that the Mercury 
drawn out of our Bodies, is hke the aqueous and 
common Mercury, and for that reafon, enjoyes it 
felf and takes pleafure in itslike,andis sore sid

fuch a matter as to which thou muft not introduce 
| any ftrange thing, neither pouder nor water, for 
that feveral thingsdonotimprove our Stone, and 
thereby he fufhciently inftructs him, who under. 
{tands him, that the tincture of our Stone is not 
drawn from any thing but the Mercury of the Phi- 
lofophers; which is their principle,their root,and 
their great Free, fprouting forth into boughs and 
branches.

SUBLIMATION: 


q¥ 1 isnot Vulgar but Philofophical whereby we 

take away fromthe Stone whatever is fuper- 
fluous,which, in effect isnothing elfe, but the ele- 
vation of the not-fixed part by fume and vapor, for 
the fixed part fhould remain in the bottom, nor 
would we that one fhould be feparated from the 
other, but that they remainand be fixed together. 
Know alfothat he, who fhall fublime our Philofo- 
phical Mercury ( wherein is all the vertue of our 
Stone ) asit ought to be done, fhall perfect the Ma- 
2 giftery. This gave Geber reafon to fay that all 
it perfection confifts in S#blimation,and in this Subli- 
y mation all other operations, that is to fay, Diftilla- 
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tion, Affation, Deftruttion, Coagulation, Putrefattion, 
batsinnivisee Fixation, Reduttion of the White aud Red 
Tinttures, procreated at nd engendred in one furnace 
and in one Veflel, and this is the ready way to the 
final Confummation, whereof the Philofophers 
have made divers c chapters, pur pofely to am tule the 
Ignorant. , 

Takethen in the name‘of the great God, the 
venerable matter of the Philofophers, ‘called the 
firft Hyle of the Sages, which contains the above na- 
med Philofophical Mercury, termed, the firft mat: 
ter of the perfect Body, put it into its Veflel, which 
muft beclear, diaphanous and_round, and’ clofely - 
{topped by the Seal of Stl and make it hot in its 
place, well pr epared, with temperate heat, for the 
{pace of a Philofophical Month, keeping it fix weeks 
and two daysin the {weat of Sublimation until it be- 
gins to be putrefyed, to- ferment, to be coloured 
and to be congealed with its metallick 1 pga ee 
and be fixed. fo far, that.it.do,no more.afcend in: 
avery fumous wighhence, but remain fixed in the bot- 
tom, turned from what it was, and devefted of all — 
vitcous humidity, putrefyed and black, whichis cal ~ 
led the fable. Robe, Night or the Crowes-head. 
Thus when our Kone is in ae vellel, and that: it 
mounts up on high in fume, this is called Sublimati- 

on, and when it { falls down from on ich, Diftillati- 
on, and Defcenfion. When it pegs to partici- 
pate of the fumous fub{tance, and to be putrefyed, 
aud that byr AR aTOFEE frequent afcent and de- 
{cent it begins to coagulate, then it is Putrefaétion 
and devouring Sul phur, and laftly throu igh the 
Want or privation of the humidit ys of the tadical 
water is wrought Calcination and Fixation both at the 
fam ne, by ‘econo Laloné; in on ne onely Veilel, 
as Th ready jaid. Moreover in this fublima- 
tion i

for in our Sublimation the Elixir is turned from 
Water into a terreftrial Element dry and hot, by 
which operation it is manifeft, that the feparation 
ofthe four Elements in ourStoneis not Vulgar but 
Philofophical. Hencealfo isit, that in our Stone 
thereare but two formal Elements, that is to fay, 
Earth and Water; but the Earth hath in its groil- 
nefs, the virtue and drought of Fire; andthe Wa- 
ter contains in it felf the air with its humidity. 
Thus we have in our Stone vifiblybut two elements, 
but effectually there are four. And by this thou 
maift judge, that the feparation of the four Ele- 
ments is abfolutely phyfical not vulgar and: real, 
fuch as the ignorant daily employ themfelves in. 
Continue therefore its decoction with a gentle 
fire, until all rhe black matter appearing in the fv- 
perficies be quite diflipated by the Magiltery,which 
blacknef$ is by the Philofophers called the dark 


mantle of the Stone, which afterwards becoming 


clear is termed the cleanfing water of tne earth, or 
rather the Elixir. And note,that the blacknefs which 
appears is afign of putrefaction. And the begin- 


ning of the diflolution isafign of the conjunction 


ofboth Natures. And this blacknefs appears fome- 
times in forty dayes, more or lefs, according to the 
quantity of the macter, and the induitry of the 
Operator, which contributes much to the feparati- 
onof the faid Blacknefs. Now my Son, by the 
race of God thou art acquainted with one Element 
four Stone, which isthe black earth, the Ravens 
ead, by fome called the obfcure fhadow , upon 
which earth as upon a bafe ali the reft is grounded. 
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This terreftial and dry Element, ts called, Laton, 
the Buil,black Dres gs our Metall,our Mercury. And 
thus by the privationofthe aduft humidity,which 
is taken away by Philofophical fublimation, the vo- 
Jatile is ix:d, andthe moift ismade dry and earth, 
Day, 
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hay,according to Geber, there is wroughta change 
of the complexion, as of acoldand humid N ature, 
into dry choler;‘and according to Alphidius, of 2 
liquid into athick. Whence is apprehended what 
the Philofophers mean when they fay, that the o- 
peration of our Stone is only atranfmutation of 
Nature and a revolutionofElements. Thou feeft 
then how that by this incorporation the humid be- 
comes dry, the volatile fixed, the Spiritual corpo- 
real the liquid thick, water fire, air earth, and that 
there happens an infallible change in their true 
nature, and a certain circulation of the four Ele-

is feparated from its water, thenmuft the Vellel be 
fet on the Afhes, as is ufual in a diftilling furnace, 
and the water be diftilled by a gentle fire at the be- 
ginning, fo that the water come fo gently that thou 
mayft diftinéily number as far as forty names, or 
pronounce fifty fix words, and let this order be ob- 
{erved in all the diftillations of the black earth, and 
that which isin the bottom of the Vefiel, that is,the 

Faces remaining to be imbibed, with the new water, 
will be diflolved, which water will contain three or 
four parts more then thofe Faces,that fo all may be 
diflolved and converted into Mercury and Argent 
vwve, I tell thee that this muft be done fo often.that 
there 











there fhallremainnothing but the Marc. For this 
diftillation there is no time limited, but it isdone 
fooner or later according to the greater or lefler 
quantity of the water, proportionablyjto thelquan- 
tity of the fire. Then takethe earth which thou 
fhalt have referved in aVeflel of Glafs, with its 
diftilled water, and with a foft and gentle fire, fuch 
as was that of Diftillation, or purification, or ra- 
ther one fomewhat ftronger, cantinue it, till fuch 
time as the earth be dry and white, and by reafon of 
ats drought,drunk up all its water. Thisdone,put 
to it fome of the abovefaid water, and fo, as at the 
beginning,continue on the fame decoction, until that 
earth is become abfolutely white, cleanfed and 
clear, and have drunk .all its water. And note 
that the faid earth will be wafhed from its blacknefs 
by the decoction, as have faid, becaufe it is eafily 
putrefyed by its own water,and is cleanfed, which 
is the end of the Magiftery, and then be fure to keep 
that white earth very carefully. For that is the 
White Mercury, White Magnefta, Foliated earth. 
Then take this white earthrectified as abovefaid, 
and put it into its veflel uponthe afhes, toa fire of 
Sublimation, and let it have a very {trong fire until 
ail the coagulated water, which is within,come into 

the Alembick, andthe earth remain in the bottom 

well calcined: then haft thou the earth, the water, 

andthe air, and thoughthe earth have in it the 

nature of the fire, yetis itnot apparent in effect, as 


thou fhalt fee, when bya greater deco¢tion thou 


fhalt make it become red; fo that then thou fhalt 
manifeitly fee the fire in appearance, and fuch muft 
be the proceeding in order to Fermentation of the 
white earth, that the dead body may be animated 
and enlivened, and its vertue be multiplyed to in- 
finity. Butnote,that the Ferment cannot enter in- 
to the dead body, but by themeans of the pes 

which 
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which hath made a contract and.a marriage between 
the Ferment andthe whiteearth. And know that 
in all Fermentation the weight is to be confidered, 
that {fo the quantity of the volatile exceed not the 
fixed,and that the marriage pafs away-in fume. For, 
as Seniortayes, if thou convert not the earth into 
water,and the water into fire, there cannot bea 
conjunction of the {pirit and body. To do this 
take a Lamenor plate red hot and cafton it a drop 
ofour Medicine, which penetrating, it fhall beofa 
perfect colour, and will bea fign of perfection. 
Uf it happen it do not tinge,reiterate the diflolution 
and coagulation, until it do tinge and penetrate. 
And note, that feven imbibitions, at the-moft, are 
fuflicient, and fiveat the leaft, that fo the matter 
may be liquifyed, and without fmoak, and then the 
matter is perfect as to whitenefs, for as much as 
the matter fometimes requires a longer time to be 
fixed,and fometimes isdone ina fhorter, according 
to the quantity of the Medicine. And note that 
our Medicine from the creation of our Mercury 
requires the term of feven monthsto compafs thé 
whitenefs, and,to arrive at therednefs, five; which 
put together, make twelve.

But notethatat every time, 
thou needit put no more of the water of the Sun 
then is barely neceflary to cover the body, and this 
isdone that the Elixir fink not and be drowned, 
and {0 the fire muft be continued unto deficcation, 
and then muft there be made a fecond imbibition.

Medicine, that isto fay, until theforce of the di- 
geition of the fireconvert it into 2 very red pou- 
der, which is the true Fyle of the Philofophers, the 
bloody Stone, the purple red Coral, the pretious 
Ruby red Mercury and the red Tinéture.

ce art thou to fepatate the earth fromthe fire, 
thegrofs from the fubtil gently, with great 
Judgment, that is to fay, feparate the parts that 


‘are united tothe Furnace, by the diflolution and {e- 


paration of the parts, as the earth from the fire, 
the fubtile from the grofs, cc. that isto fay, the 
more pure fubftance of the ftone, until thou haft 
got it clean, and free from all {pots or filth. And 
when he faith, it afcends from the earth upinto Heaven 
and returns again into the earth, there ismo more to 
be underftood by it then the Sublimation of the Bo- 
dies. Further, to explain what diftillation is, he 
fayes the Wind carryes tt in its belly that is, when the 
water is diftilled by the Alembick, where it firft 
afcends by a wind full of Fume and Vapour,and af- 
terwards returns to the bottom of the Veflel in 
water again. When he would alfo exprefs the conge- | 
Jation of the matter, he fayes, /ts force is abfolute, if | 
it be turaed into earth, that isto fay, be converted by 
decoction. Andtomakea general demonftration 
ofall Hath been faid, he fayes, It {hall receive both 
the inferior and fuperior force, that is to fay, that of 
the Elements, for asmuch as, if the Medicine re- 
ceive the force of the lighter parts, that is to 
fay, airand fire, it fhall alfo receive that of the 
more grave and weighty parts, changing it felfinto 
water and earth, tothe end, that the Matters be- 
ing thus perpetually joined together, may have 
permanence, durance, conftancy, and {tability, 
Glory be to God. 
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
